Asylum could 
be Bolante’s 
defense vs 
deportation

LOS ANGELES—FORMER AGRI- 
culture Undersecretary Jocelyn 
“Joe-joc” Bolante has hired an im- 
migration lawyer to represent 
him in deportation proceedings, 
bolstering speculation that he is 
seeking asylum to prevent his re- 
tur to the Philippines. 

Carl Shusterman, a former Im- 
migration and Naturalization 
Service lawyer, said those seeking 
asylum as a defense against de- 
portation could be detained for il- 
legally staying in the United 
States until an immigration judge 
rules in a hearing on their asylum 
claim. 

"[Bolante) is working with an 
immigration attorney” said Fil- 
ipino-American lawyer Roman 
Mosqueda, who added that he 
spoke with the immigration 
lawyer yesterday. 

But he refused го disclose what 
they had discussed or to even 
name the lawyer. “1 promised to 
keep confidentiality" he said. 

The los Angeles-based 
Mosqueda said he had been 
scheduled to meet with Bolante 
at the San Pedro Detention Cen- 
ter in California on July 13 (July 
14in the Philippines). 

But his meeting with the ex- 
agriculture official widely be- 
lieved to be the architect of the 
P728-million fertilizer fund scam 
did not push through. 

Mosqueda said he was able to 
obtain permission from the immi- 
gration officer at the detention 
Center to see Bolante but that he 
gotbusy and postponed the meet- 
ing.

‘The Philippine Institute of Volcanology and 
‘Seismology (Philvoles) raised the volcano alert 
‘level status from level 1 to level 3 at about 6 p.m. 
‘on Friday after observing lava trickles in the 
‘southeast quadrant of the volcano. 

“The sudden raising of the alert level status 
was due to the voleano's rapid change 
broughtabout by mild explosions and detach- 
ing of volcano fragments," said Ed Laguerta, 
resident volcanologist of the Phivolcs. 

Alert level three means there is "relatively 
high unrest” їп the volcano with volcanic 
Squakes and tremors expected to become fre- 
quent ahead of an eruption. 

The 2,474meter Mt. Mayon, known for its 
near-perfect cone and one of the country’s 22 ac- 
tive volcanoes, last had a major eruption in July 
2001, forcing the evacuation of about 50,000 peo- 
ple. It has erupted about 50 times since 1616. 

2. Phivoles wared that more explosive erup- 
{tions could occur "as gas-rich lavas are expelled” 
{and warned residents to stay away from the six- 
“kilometer permanent danger zone (PDZ). 

; Оп Saturday, officials extended the PDZ to 
17 km on the southeastern slope, where most 
of the molten rocks and other debris have 
been rolling down since Friday.

‘THE MILITARY MUTINEERS THAT

San Juan, who was captured in 
February a month after escaping 
military detention, on Friday re- 
nounced his links with the rebels 
who have been charged with the 
failed coup of July 2003, and ad- 
mitted that he held talks with 
communist guerrillas. 

San Juan was among the group 
of young captains and lieu- 
tenants, calling themselves the 
Magdalo group, who briefly occu- 
pied the Oakwood Premier Hotel 
in the Makati financial district in 
July 2003 and demanded the res- 
ignation of President Macapagal- 
Arroyo and other officials. 

The military has claimed that 
the rebel officers have formed a 
tactical alliance with the Commu- 
nist Party of the Philippines and 
its armed group, the New Peo- 
ple's Army, to oust the President. 

The sourcé, quoting the Oak- 
wood mutineers, said the talks 
that San Juan claimed to have 
held with the CPP-NPA were his 
own business and it was not fair 
for him to have dragged the other 
Magdalo members into it.

* Pimentel said Commissioner Borra should 
“wake up and follow the dictates of his con- 
science” after the Ombudsman made him “a 
sacrificial lamb” when it singled him out as 
the principal culprit in the fraudulent con- 
tract and recommended his impeachment, 

"Commissioner Borra should realize that 
he is an expendable member of the Comelec,” 
Pimentel said ina statement. 

"He does not have a strong political backer. 
He does not have political clout. That explains 
why he alone among the Comelec commis- 
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rs sit 


Оп June 30, the Ombudsman recommended 
Вота impeachment, citing his role as the pro- 
ject head of the Comelec automation program. 

‘The Supreme Court gave the Ombudsman 
another 45 days to finish its investigations 
and determine the culpability of Abalos, Tua- 
son and other senior election officials. 

Lagman recalled that since the scandal 
broke about three years ago, Abalos always 
countered accusations of graft by telling crit- 
ics to just wait for the result of the Ombuds- 
man’s investigation. 

But now that the Ombudsman has done its 
investigation, "why is he [Abalos] singing a 
different tune?" said Lagman. 

Abalos said the issue of jurisdiction was 
just one aspect of the case. 

"The people shouldn't think that we're ig- 
noring the Ombudsman. We're not, but we 
want them [the Ombudsman's investigators] 
to settle first the issues we raised,” he said. 


Jurisprudence 
Pimentel said the issue could reach the 
Supreme Court which he said was “ludicrous” 
because "it was the Supreme Court that had 
precisely ordered the Ombudsman to investi- 
gate the criminal culpability of Comelec offi 
cials and other individuals who were involved 
in awarding the poll modernization contract.” 
He cited United States jurisprudence that 
says constitutional officials, below the Presi- 
dent and justices of the Supreme Court, can 
be investigated and criminally charged even 
before they are impeached by Congress. 
"What is more important is not the insis- 
tence of constitutional officials that they en- 
Joy immunity from suit but the principle that 
nobody is above the law,” Pimentel said. 
Asked what he would do if the Ombuds- 
man rejected the Comelec's position, Abalos 
replied: "If they do not sustain us, then it's 
okay, let the investigation proceed." 
"Personally I'm willing to be investigated 
precisely because, as Гуё been saying before, I 
don't believe that we ever committed any- 
thing wrong [regarding the MegaPacific 
deal]," he said 
Lagman claimed the case against Abalos 
and the commissioners who approved the con- 
tract was "an open-and-shut case," as the 
Supreme Court had ruled that illegal acts were 
committed in the approval of the contract.

‘The miniature telescope contains two lens- 
es that work with the cornea to create a mag- 
nified image that’s projected onto a wider 
area of the retina, improving central vision, 
according to the Saratoga, California-based 
company. It does not work in patients who are 
blind. 

The Food and Drug Administration's oph- 
thalmic devices panel was meeting Friday to 
сее whether to recommend approving the 
"device. The FDA usually follows the recom- 
mendations of its outside panels of experts, 
but isn't required to do so.

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AFTER FINALIZING COUP PLANS SET 
for Feb. 24, Scout Rangers officers sat 
down with members of the Presidential 
Security Group (PSG) to discuss Presi 
dent Macapagal-Arroyo's visit to the lat- 
ter's headquarters set for Feb. 25—che 
day after the failed coup. 

То this day, Ms Arroyo's planned visit 
to the Scout Rangers headquarters has 
not pushed through. 

Earlier, the same Scout Rangers offi 
cers were finalizing plans to bring troops 
to Edsa in the morning of Feb. 24 to join 
the Marines and the Philippine National 
Police Special Action Force and to with- 
draw support from Ms Arroyo there. 


Secret meeting all over 

‘A draft report prepared by an eight-man 
military fact-finding board said that since 
late last year, Scout Rangers officers have 
been secretly meeting in hotels, beach re- 
sors, malls and even in their headquarters 
in Camp Tecson, San Miguel, Bulacan to 
plot Ms Arroyo's ouster 

‘According to the report, the key players 
in the First Scout Rangers Regiment 


(FSSR) were former commander Brig. 
Gen. Danilo Lim, former chief of staff Lt. 
Col. Nestor Flordeliza, battalion comman- 
der Lt. Col. Edmundo Malabanjot, former 
operations chief Maj. Jason Aquino, an- 
other former operations chief Maj. Oriel 
Pangcog and Capt. Dante Langkit. 

As early as Feb. 3, Aquino had presid- 
ed over a secret meeting among the 
Scout Rangers at the rest house of Capt. 
Montano Almodovar near the FSSR's 
Tower Area, to plan an assault of the 
military general headquarters in Camp 
Aguinaldo and the Army headquarters 
in Fort Bonifacio. 

Between Feb. 21 and 22, rebel sol- 
diers had a pivotal meeting at the Cen- 
tury Park Sheraton Hotel in Pasay City. 
In attendance were a number of Army 
and Marine officers led by Lim and Ma- 
rine Col. Ariel Querubin. All of them ге- 
portedly came irr civilian clothes. 

"The topic was on the proposal to 
Gen. Senga [to lead] the withdrawal of 
support,” the report said. 

‘Apparently, the Scout Rangers offi- 
cers decided not to go ahead with the 
planned assault of the two military 
‘camps and instead, opted to ask Armed 


Forces Chief of Staff Gen. Generoso 
Senga to lead the withdrawal of sup- 
port from Ms Arroyo. 


Meeting with PSG 

On Feb. 22, a number of Scout 
Rangers officers, including Lim, were 
already in Metro Manila, having given 
various excuses to leave their head- 
quarters although the military was un- 
der red alert. 

Іп the afternoon of Feb. 22, Lim 
called up his chief of staff, Flordeliza, 
and told him to rush back to Camp Tec- 
son and preside over a security confer- 
ence on the President's scheduled visit 
on Feb. 25.

called up Lim to report on what tran- 
spired in the conference and immedi- 
ately returned to Fort Bonifacio. 

Later, when investigators asked 
Flordeliza why he left Camp Tecson, he 
said he was following up his retirement 
application and that Lim had asked him 
to bring his "black suit." 


Meeting with Senga 

Meanwhile, Scout Rangers officers in- 
volved in the coup plot were anxiously 
waiting for results of Lim and Queru- 
bin’stalk with Senga. 

According to the report, Senga met 
with Lim and Querubin, who were ac- 
companied by Maj. Gen. Rodrigo 
Maclang, the deputy chief of staff for in- 
telligence (J2) at 7 p.m. on Feb. 23 in 
his office at the General Headquarters 
building in Camp Aguinaldo. 

By then Lim had already taped a 

leo declaring his withdrawal of sup- 
port from a “bogus president.” 

The video surfaced only last July 3. 

‘After his meeting with Lim and 
Querubin, Senga took two hours before 
he convened the major service comman- 
ders to counteract the planned mutiny.

No record of Bolante 

Elaine Komis, a spokesperson for the 
US Department of Justice agency that 
manages immigration courts, said 
Bolante's name was not in any of their 
records. 

"There's no record [of Bolante] at 
this time," said Komis, public affairs 
specialist for the Executive Office for 
Immigration Review (EOIR), which 
looks into the cases of persons put in re- 
moval proceedings. . 


Bolante remains in the custody of the 
US Immigration and Customs Enforce- 
ment (USICE) at the San Pedro Deten- 
tion Center. 

He is undergoing deportation pro- 
ceedings for charges of immigration vi- 
olation, according to USICE spokesper- 
son Lori Haley. 

“There are no new developments in 
the case. [Bolante] is still being pro- 
cessed for removal pending review of 
his case," Haley told the Iugumnzn yes- 
terday. 

Shusterman, a top immigration spe- 
cialist in Los Angeles, said it was possi- 
ble that Bolante's case had yet to be for- 
warded to the EOIR because he could 
be applying for asylum. The EOIR 
schedules such hearings. 


No intention 

In Manila, the Department of Foreign 
Affairs yesterday said it had no inten- 
tion to keep Bolantes arrest under 
wraps. 

Speaking briefly on Vice President 
Noli de Castro's radio program, “Para 
Sa lyo Bayan,” DFA spokesperson 
Gilbert Asuque said embassies had to 
follow certain procedures in processing 
information before transmitting this to 
the department. 

A spokesperson of the US Customs 


and Border protection had earlier said 
the Philippine Consulate in Los Angeles 
was informed of Bolante's July 7 arrest 
on the same day by fax and phone. 

But the DFA told reporters in Manila 
of Bolante's arrest only on July 12, and 
only when the reporters sought com- 
ment on reports on the arrest. 

De Castro asked Asuque what took the 
DFA so long to announce Bolante's arrest. 

Asuque explained that Bolante was 
arrested by immigration authorities on 
July7, which was а Friday in the United 
States and Saturday in the Philippines. 

He said the DFA had to wait for the 
official report of the embassy but that 
this was delayed because there was no 
‘work on weekends. 


Public interest 

House Minority Leader Francis Es- 
cudero called on the US Embassy ih 
Manila to reveal who was behind the 
cancellation of Bolante's visa. 

"Bolante's case is already a matter of 
public interest.

How Muslims 
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dation Inc. (PCFD), interfaith dialogues and 
other conflict-prevention initiatives are being 
held not only in the war-torn areas of Min- 
danao but also in the very places where dis- 
placed Muslims have settled—but are not ex- 
actly welcome. 

‘The PCFI found one such place in Barangay 
188, Phase 12, in Tala, Caloocan City, where 
roughly 20 percent of the 5,000-plus resident 
families are Muslim. 


Suburban tension 

In a documentary video launched last 
Wednesday, PCFI founder and executive di- 
rector Marites Africa depicted the village as 
an example of the suburban tension that 
could arise among residents of different 
faiths. 

The 40-minute video'does not show any 
street riot, verbal spat, or violent image, but is 
nonetheless disturbing: Christian residents of 
Tala say on camera what they generally think 
of the Muslims in their midst. 

“Tm afraid of them,” confides one woman. 

For two male residents, the Muslims are 
“probably members of the Abu Sayyaf” and 
“connected to the terrorists.” 

Without their knowing, these locals have 
provided a face to published surveys and 
‘studies showing how anti-Muslim biases per- 
sist in workplaces, schools, and communities 
at large. 

Neither did the Muslim residents inter- 
viewed for the documentary hide their own 
sentiments toward Christians. 

“We came here to look for jobs, not for trou- 
ble," says a man who moved to Tala in the 
1990s. "But our neighbors think we're up to 
по good, and 1 feel that if they can actually 
make a petition for us to leave, they would 
have done so long ago." 

A Muslim housewife says. her husband, 
who had managed to find a job as a security 
guard, was fired because his employers began 


suspecting him to be a rebel. 


A Muslim convert identified in the video as 
Yusuf complains that “everywhere we go, it is 
thought that we bring criminality along with us” 

А woman named Hannah says that when- 
ever she leaves the house wearing a veil, she 
can hear behind her back people calling her a 
“madre (nun)" or an "Abu Sayyaf.” 


Nightly gunfire 
Africa, a candidate for a master’s degree in 
theology at the Ateneo de Manila, later shared 
with the Inquinen other realities about Baran- 
gay 188 that the video may not have captured. 
Before the PCFI conducted projects there, 
she said, the village had become a place that 


“tricycles dared not enter” and where residents 
were afraid of being outdoors after dark. 

“Gunfire could be heard almost nightly” 
she said. “Street crimes were rampant but 
mostly went unreported to the police.” 

On top of that, she said, the ridos and clan 
‘wars among the Muslims themselves occasion- 
ally erupted in the area, adding to its notoriety. 

For two years starting October 2003, the 
PCFI conducted weekly interfaith dialogues 
for both Muslim and Christian residents who 
were interested. 

Aside from these forums that mainly dealt 
with religion, there was a separate monthly 
session on building relationships, “fear man- 
agement,” or livelihood skills. 


Values and ideals 

‘The interfaith talks were held every Friday 
and attendance was irregular, but Africa said 
she counted at least 38 adult residents, 60 
percent of them Muslim, who consistently 
showed up. 

Discussions mainly revolved around the 
"values and ideals” shared by Islam and Chris- 
tianity, as well as their differences. 

"How come Muslims don't eat pork? How 
do [the two faiths] differ with regard to mar- 
riage? Who is Jesus for the Christians and for 
the Muslims? Things like that," Africa said in 
reference to the points of discussion. 

After two years of dialogue, Barangay 188 
is now “a better place,” she reported. “12% 
more peaceful. Tricycles are no longer afraid 
toenter” 

And since neighbors of both faiths had also 
been taught how to organize, they gained bet- 
ter representation before the local govern- 
ment and were able to secure more street 
lights and a steady water supply, Africa said. 

“You have to remove that fear and bring the 
goodness out of people,” she said, as though 
‘summing up the PCFI's work at Tala. 


For the first time 

The video launched last week—titled “In 
the Light of the Crescent Moon” —was a PCFI 
project in partnership with the Office on Mus- 
lim Affairs (OMA)-National Capital Region. 

‘Among its closing images is that of a Chris- 
tian woman entering a mosque “for the first 
time in my life"—and being visibly thrilled 
with the experience. 

Another shot shows a Muslim woman 
teaching a Christian neighbor how to wear 
the malong. 

“Problems of conflict and violence [be- 
tween Muslims and Christians] don't only 
come from Mindanao. Though much have 
been done over there, in our desire to be more 
proactive we are also taking the effort to 
Metro Manila,” Africa said, 


Expat Pinoys ... 
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Global Filipinos Coalition, the 
umbrella organization of the 100 
biggest online communities of 
overseas Pinoys, last week submit- 
ted a proposal to the Charter 
Change Advocacy Commission, 
chaired by Jose Abueva, to allow 
dual citizens to run for public of- 
fice. They also sought to recognize 
the 12-million-strong overseas 
Pinoy sector as a legislative dis- 
trict with direct representation in 
parliament, ifthe country changes 
toa parliamentary system. 

Along with Lito Gutierrez, edi: 
tor in chief of Philippine News, 
the largest Filipino newspaper in 
the US, Barrios sat down with 
Abueva and five other members 
of the Charter Change Commis- 
sion to discuss their proposal for 
“direct proportional” representa- 
tion if ever the Philippines shifts 
from a presidential to a parlia- 
mentary system. 

Ina roundtable discussion with 
the InguIRER newsdesk last week, 
Global Filipinos chair Victor Bar- 
rios lamented that the proposed 
revisions on the Philippine Consti- 
tution at present would reduce 
ойзһоге Pinoys—who pump in 
‘over $10 billion (PS24 billion) in 
remittances to the country each 
year—into third-rate citizens. 

"We want it enshrined in the 
Philippine Constitution that once 
a Filipino, always a Filipino unless 
you specifically renounce citizen- 
ship,” Barrios said. “There. are 
those who sneer that since global 
Filipinos have left the country, 
they should not bother about its 
governance. We say that our 
hears, minds and pocketbooks 
have never left the country” 

"If we have equal rights and we 
are proposing proportional repre- 
sentation, it means for every 
250,000 Filipinos (per local dis- 
trict), there's one member in Par- 
liament, Please give us the same 
place," he said.

Barrios and Gutierrez are 
co-convenors of the coalition's 
Global Forum on the Constitution 
whose motto is to ensure a "lasting. 
bond" between Filipinos wherever 


they are and their motherland. 

According to Barrios, Abueva 
appeared sympathetic to the pro- 
posal for direct proportional rep- 
resentation and had asked the 
coalition to submit background 
information on other countries 
using a similar framework.

islative district, the coalition has 
analternative. 

“Rather than having specific dis- 
шісі. perhaps Filipinos outside 
the Philippines could be one ho- 
mogenous district,” Barrios said. 


Seeking a voice 
The convenors stressed that the 
government would have every- 
thing to gain and nothing to lose 
under their proposal for inclusion 
in the legislature. "What we're 
saying is that since we're Filipinos, 
please give us the opportunity to 
be represented in the legislature 
and the fiscal effect is positive, not 
negative, because we don't need 
roads, "bridges, hospitals or 
schools," Barrios said. B 
"What we need is high-level 
representation for the protection 
of rights, social issues which re- 
quire very little port barrel or no 
pork barrel at all,” he said. 
Getting due recognition from 
their own homeland, Barrios said, 
would be imporant even before 
overseas Filipinos could gain more 
political clout in their host countries, 
‘The convenors noted that even 
absentee voting was suffering froma 
Jow turnout because the rules were 
too tight and discouraging to over- 
seas Pinoy voters.

for the Peninsula Hotels, memo- 
ties of the 1990 earthquake that 
buried her friends and guests at 
the Hyatt Terraces Hotel in 
Baguio City have not left her 

Ortega can still rattle off every 
detail, every name like they were 
part of her days agenda. In a 
phone interview with the Ingum- 
ER squeezed in between a lunch 
meeting and a conference call to 
London, she easily recalls those 
near-death moments. 


12 people gone in 2 minutes É 
“I remember very clearly... АП Ё 
the people 1 left in that room % 
died,” she says. Twelve col- & 
leagues gone in two minutes. 

It was around 4 p.m., July 16, 
1990. The then 27-year-old Necio, 
then with the press relations office. 
of the Hyatt Terraces, had called а 
meeting with the hotel's banquets 
and food and beverage (F&B) offi- 
ers at the executive office on ће 
second floor. They were preparing 
for the 10th anniversary of the 
casino, and people were very busy. 
So busy, they had to move the 
meeting to 4:30 p.m. 

Richie Tomada, the banquet 
manager, jokingly shooed Ortega 
‘away, insisting she go ahead to 
the casino manager's office on the 
third floor, She obliged, not 
knowing Tomada's suggestion 
would save her life. 

“I even teased her that perhaps 
they wanted me out of the room 
so they could all talk about me,” 
she says, laughing almost 
painfully at the recollection. 


Under narra table 

Nobody had a chance to talk 
for long. A magnitude 7.8 quake 
shook and twisted the whole 
building. Seconds before the ho- 
tel crashed, casino manager 
Agapito Valencia shoved Ortega 
under a narra table. The space 
could only fit one. The table with- 
stood the beams that collapsed. 

From the third floor, Ortega 
crashed to the ground floor mez- 
zanine. She spent two hours 
pinned down by the rubble, with 
only her face showing. 

“I knew I was going to die. 1 
knew it when I saw my whole life 
flashed before me. I saw my gradu- 
ation pictures from St. Theresa's 
College, and then from UP 1 was 
praying and ready to die," she says. 

Valencia, who was found by res- 
cuers first, asked people to look 
for Ortega. When they saw her 
condition, they had to find the 
smallest engineer to get into the 
crack and pull her out. The guy 
was Tony Nab-Ali, a 49" engineer 
of Igorot descent. He wrenched 
Ortega out of the rubble. 

The first thing Nab-Ali asked Or- 
tega was whether he should look 
for her legs, which he assumed had 
been cut by the impact. 


Arag doll 

“I was carried like a rag dol,” the 
54" Ortega recalls. Miraculously, 
she suffered no cuts but was literal- 
ly black ай over with bruises. 

Ortega was brought to the Ifu- 
gao garden beside the hotel car 
park where her secretary, Bing 
Torres, massaged her legs until 
they started feeling a tingling sen- 
sation. In less than an hour, Orte- 
ga was back on her feet and, being 
One of the few hotel managers 
who had survived, was tasked to 
‘oversee the recovery operations 
and handle the media. 

‘The quake had cut off Baguio 
from the rest of the province, and

rescue and treatment were very 
difficult. At7 p.m., she had to сай 
a doctor to operate on a guest 
whose eyeballs had popped out. 


Hotel toll: 98 dead 

The emergency surgery was 
done on top of a van, the only 
light source coming from the 
headlight of another car. 

After two weeks of search, Hy- 
att closed its casualty count at 98 
employees and guests dead. They 
were among the more than 1,000 
people who died in Luzon as a re- 
sult ofthe quake. 

“1 have many people to thank, 
thats why I'm willing to do this,” 
Ortega says of the interview. She 
has barely spoken about the inci- 
dent to her colleagues even after 
16 years. 

“| want to share with every- 
body that in times of crisis, some 
people can be so selfless they 
would think of you first. And I 
should also be willing to do that 
for others,” she says. 

"If you didn't do what you had 
to do, there's no closure. But if 
you did your best ... it will пог 
haunt you," she says. 

Ortega has since moved on, 
ending a 12-year stint with the 


Hyatt Hotel in 2000 to work with 
JW Marriot. Two weeks ago, she 
joined The Peninsula Hotels. She 
married her boyfriend from the 
1990s, Joey Ortega, and they 
now have a daughter. At 12, she is 
well aware of the miracle that 
saved her mother. 

Ortega has supervised recov- 
ery operations and press relations 
for different disasters, like the 
fire at the Hyatt Hotel in Manila, 
an earthquake in Japan, a super 
typhoon in Guam. Having sur- 
vived one disaster herself, she has 
found handling similar situations 
second nature to her. 

‘Wherever she goes, Ortega does 
not fail to go to church on Sundays, 
as she will do today Even now, she 
prays for the 12 people she had left 
in that executive room in the deci- 
mated Hyatt Terraces of Baguio. 

"Its part of my journey in life,” 
she says. 


Dreams of Vincent 

For a while, she had recurrent 
dreams of one of her friends who 
died in the quake. Hyatt assistant 
F&B manager Vincent Rodriguez 
would pop in at the door and ask 
her to have lunch, as he always 
did when he was alive and they 


were both working for Hyatt. 
Then, she often declined, citing 
all the work she had to finish. 
Surviving the earthquake has giv- 
еп the workaholic Ortega a stronger 
sense of purpose and balance. She 
now pauses to appreciate the іе 
things people take for granted. It 
has also made her more grateful 


For better world 

"1 try to make sure things are 
done, even in ending an argu- 
ment with people you love or 
finding a conclusion to some- 
thing,” she says. “If I've annoyed 
somebody in doing my job, which 
can't be avoided, 1 try to make 
amends before the day ends." 

She is a lector for St. Joseph's 
church in Hong Kong and does 
volunteer work for the Philippine 
consulate, helping in outreach 
programs for domestic helpers, 
counseling, teaching them small 
skills. She was also a volunteer 
forthe overseas absentee voting. 

"Time is the most valuable asset 1 
have and the most litle I can 
share... so I try to do things that 
make me or the community whole,” 
she says. “I always feel that if you 
сап convince others to do more, the 
world will be a better place.” 
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Few lessons 
-4 learned from 
killer quake

BAGUIO CITY—THE JULY 16, 
1990 Luzon earthquake is being 
commemorated here today as a 
matter of routine, giving the im- 
pression that whatever opportuni- 
ties the tragedy has opened to im- 
prove the summer capital are 
fleeting or have been squandered. 

It was 16 years ago today when 
two successive quakes rocked 
Nueva Ecija, sank parts of Dagu- 
pan City and nearly wiped out 
Baguio City from the map. 

Almost two decades after the 
tragedy, Baguio, Dagupan and 
Cabanatuan , with populations of 
between 200,000 and 300,000, 
are still beset by traffic jams, tow- 
ering buildings, squatting prob- 
lems and receding tree covers. 

But records of a planning 
congress and testimonies from 
residents, who participated in re- 
building Baguio, show that the 
twin earthquakes have changed a 
lot about the city, even if hardly 
anyone realizes it. 


Very conservative. 

Anna Mendoza, a 56-year-old 
vendor, said she understands why 
people here would rather forget 
the horrors of the quakes. 

“I have been selling here for 
years, and I notice how people 
have changed after the quake. 
Maybe they don't notice it. Baguio 
has become very conservative. To 
them, anything new is threaten- 
ing, so they fight to stop flyovers, 
they fight to stop lotto and the 
new malls," Mendoza said. 

She is referring to stories of 
how often Baguios oldtimers 
have come out in the streets to 
object to the development of 
Camp John Нау, the construction 
of a flyover near Kennon Road 
and the reintroduction of state 
lottery and a casino. 

То many people like Mendoza, 
projects which have caught the 
locals’ ire are signs of progress 
and, says a city councilor, "an as- 
surance that Baguio has climbed 
out of the abyss.” 


Vision for Baguio 

Like most people looking at 
Baguio from the outside, Men- 
doza is misinterpreting the city’s 
resistance to change. 

Baguio's oldtimers and Ibaloi 
families believe things should be 
kept as they are in Baguio, in line 
with a 1990 civil society commit- 
ment to restore the original 
Baguio community of Ibalois and 
migrants who had flocked to the 
city designed by the American 
colonial government in 1909. 

Over 200 civic leaders, social 
activists and artists set down 
these "lifestyle" standards when 
they drafted the "Statements of 
Vision" for the city during a 
congress in 1990. 

The visions articulated the res- 
idents' hope of restoring the city 


What to do in case an earthquake hits

YOU ARE INSIDE A BUILDING 
when the earthquake strikes. 
What should you do? 

The best thing to do is to duck, 
cover and hold says Renato 
Solidum, chief of the Philippine In- 
stitute of Volcanology and Seismol- 
ogy. You can take cover under a 
sturdy table or in а doorway to 
shield yourself from falling objects. 

When under a table, hold on to 
it to make sure it does not move 
away from you, Solidum adds. 
You should keep your eyes open 
and stay alert to avoid getting hit 
by falling or sliding objects. 

Tf there is no table or doorway 
nearby, you can either get а 
chair or any furniture that can 
cover your head, or use your 
arms as protection. 


“Triangle of life" 

Solidum urges people not to 
believe the “Triangle of Life” ar- 
ticle circulating in the Internet. 
The article claims that during an 
earthquake, people should curl 
up in a fetal position be- 


side—not under—objects like 
tables, supposedly because “the 
weight of the ceilings falling up- 
оп the objects or furniture ... 
crushes these objects, leaving a 
space or void next to them." 
Solidum explains this method 
‘assumes that ceilings collapse in 
one piece. He stresses that in 
most cases, ceilings collapse 
piece by piece. It is these falling 
pieces that people should avoid. 
He also disputes the article's 
claim that “people who get un- 
der objects, like desks or cars, 
are always crushed.” Solidum 
cites the case of Sonia Roco, 
wife of the late Sen. Raul Roco, 
who survived the 1990 earth- 
quake by going under a table. 
‘What if an earthquake occurs 
while you are in a weak building? 
"The duck, cover and hold 
method still applies. Trying to get 
out of the building is dangerous, 
with objects falling and sliding 
every where,” Solidum says. 


Other tips 

Here are other tips taken from 
Phivoles, the Federal Emergency 
Management Agency, 


wwwearthquakesolutions.com 
and the Automobile Club of 
Southern California: 

Ifyou are inside a building: 

© Suy there and cover your 
self from falling debris by position- 
ing yourself in a strongly supported 
doorway, under a sturdy table or 
against an inside wall within three 
seconds or less. If you cannot find a 
table or doorway immediately cov- 
ег your head with your arms then 
crouch in an inside comer Suy 
there until che shaking stops. 


Center of room 

ө However, when a house falls 
over during an earthquake, door- 
ways are frequently more impacted 
than other areas ofthe house. In se- 
vere earthquakes, the center of the 
room is usually a safer place than 
doorways. There are exceptions to 
this. People in un-reinforced brick 
buildings, in a building with two or 
more stories, or in an apartment 
that may implode due to heavy 
weight should not consider the 
middle of the floor as a safe place. 

‘© Stay away from glass, win- 
dows, mirrors, outside doors and 


walls, and anything that can fall. 
© Do not use the elevators. 
Ifyou are outside: 
© Go to an open area. Steer 
clear of power lines, posts, walls 
and other structures that may 
fall. Stay away from buildings 
with glass panes. 


On the road 

* When driving, decrease 
speed gradually and pull to the 
side of the road and stop. Avoid 
stopping near buildings, trees 
and utility wires. Do not attempt 
to cross bridges or overpasses. 
Stay inside the vehicle and keep 
your seatbelt fastened. 

* If you are on a mountain, 
move away from steep slopes. 

* If you are along the shore, 
run toward higher ground. 

When trapped under debris: 

© Do not light a match. Do 
not move about or kick up dust. 

© Cover your mouth with a 
piece of cloth. 

© Tap on a pipe or wall so res- 
cuers can locate you. Use a whis- 
tle, if available. Shout only as a 
last resort, because you might in- 
hale dangerous amounts of dust. 


back to a "green, clean, safe envi- 
ronment,” where every house- 
hold enjoys basic social services 
and the community is buil 
around a disciplined, self-reliant 
people "proud of their heritage." 

These visions complemented 
the physical restoration plans de- 
veloped by European expers, 
said urban planning expert 
Joseph Alabanza. 


Need to expand 

During the quake, Alabanza 
was the Cordillera director of the. 
National Economic and Develop- 
ment Authority who proposed to 
develop an economic sharing 
plan for Baguio and neighboring 
Benguet towns. 

His key thesis was that Baguio 
had breached its capacity to provide 
adequate food, shelter and water to 
its growing population and must 
farm out its economic investments 
to these urbanizing towns where 
suburban communities can grow. 

The NGO congress’ vision 
sought to establish the city as pri- 
marily an education hub, instead 
of a tourism destination, and “as 
aspiritual center by 2000.” 

Part of the vision was that by year 
2020, 60 percent of Baguio would 
be re-greened and only 10 percent 
of the city would be inhabited. 


Limestone foundation 
Alabanza said the physical 
restoration has not kept pace 
with Baguio's social change. 
Migrants are still allowed to 
build houses on mountain slopes, 
blocking natural creeks and 
drainages, he said. 
* Buildings have also started to 
rise higher than the five-story ceil- 
ing proposed by urban planning 
experts concerned about the city’s 
limestone foundations and under- 
ground fractures which became 
apparent after the 1990 quake. 
But changes will happen, Ala- 
banza said. 


Dagupan, Cabanatuan 

 Dagupan's experience with lique- 
faction (when the ground liquefies 
and sinks) following the earthquake 
has given residents and officials a 
painful lesson. 

The earthquake made them real- 
ize that the land they stood on was 
"unstable and everything could just 
sink on the watery and sandy 
ground. 

Having learned this lesson, the 
city government discouraged the 
construction of buildings more than 
three'stories high, city administrator 
Rafael Baraan said. 

Gonzalo Duque, president of 
the Lyceum Northwestern Univer- 
sity, said the earthquake showed 
that the city was unprepared for a 
disaster of such magnitude. 

“There were no earthquake drills 
or any preparations at all,” Duque 
said. 

In Nueva Ecija, the earthquake 
toppled the 6-story building of the 
Christian College of the Philippines 
in Cabanatuan and killed 133 stu- 
dents and teachers. 

Provincial officials said the earth- 
quake taught Novo Ecijanos to pre- 
pare for any big disaster by tapping 
rescue and medical volunteers. 


Lessons learned 

Former Environment Secretary 
Fulgencio Factoran Jr, chair of the 
inter-agency committee that docu- 
mented the 1990 earthquake, said 
“to have leamed nothing from the 
tragic events of July 16 would be cal- 
lousness to the highest degree.” 

"To have done nothing to develop 
strategies to prevent injury and dam- 
age should another earthquake oc- 
cur would be irresponsibility of the 
most serious proportions," he said. 

‘Arturo Corpuz of vie UP School 
of Urban and Regional Planning 
said the effects of the July 16 earth- 
quake emphasized the importance 
of decentralizing and strengthen- 
ing key utility systems, particularly 
those concerned with the delivery 
of water, power, transportation and 
communication services to large 
urban centers. 

"The objective is to minimize the 
possibly of a total disruption of 
these services in the event of earth- 
quakes," he said. With reports from

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DepEd protesters 
say they're willing 
to meet with Lapus

DEPARTMENT ОҒ EDUCATION 
employees bucking the appoint- 
ment of incoming Education Secre- 
taty Jesli Тариз are willing to dis- 
cuss issues with him—but only af- 
ter their nationwide protest actions 
on Tuesday. 

The dialogue will happen after 
our nationwide rally," DepEd Nation- 
al. Employees Union president 
Domingo Alidon said yesterday. He 
said union members and teachers 
would hold simultaneous rallies dur- 
ing their lunch break on Tuesday 
gathering in at least 17 regional and 
187 division offices all over the coun- 
uy 

Lapus had earlier expressed will- 
injness to meet with the protesters, 
saying that with his credentials, he 
did not understand the objection co 
his appointment. 


Nothing personal 

Ви Alidon said in a phone inter- 
view: "We have nothing personal 
against Lapus. We just don't want a 
politician. We want an educator to be 
the next secretary.” 

He said he and his colleagues had 
had “bad experiences” with previous 
education secretaries who were also 
politicians, and cited the late Raul Ro- 
Co as an example. 

“Politicians tend to be dictatorial, 
‘There is also the risk of department 
funds being used for political purpos- 
es," he said. 

"The union wants DepEd officer in 
charge Fe Hidalgo as the next educa- 
tion secretary Union members are 
said to be planning to barricade the 
DepEd compound when Lapus re- 
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ports for work before the end of the 
month. 

Alidon said, however, that the 
union was not entirely closing its 
door on Lapus. 

“He should show us a plan of ac- 
tion, He should be sincere. His pre- 
vious statements were antagonistic 
to us employees," Alidon said. 


"Using Hidalgo" 

Ina press conference last week, La- 
pus asked the DepEd employees “о 
spare the departmerit from the cross- 
fire of politics.” 

He said that he was puzzled by 
the stiff opposition, and that the 
protesters could just be “using Hi- 
dalgo for their own agenda.” 

He added that Hidalgo had 
agreed to stay on as undersecre- 
tary. 

Hidalgo had told the Inquirer that 
she would stay for two more months 
to ensure a smooth transition and the 
continuity of programs. 

At the same press conference, 
Lapus categorically denied plans 
of seeking an elective post next 
year. He said he would rather stay 
at the DepEd for at least three 
years. 

But the union appeared disin- 
clined to believe Lapus, especially 
when he, according to Alidon, de- 
nied having lobbied for the post 
that some perceive as a reward 
from President Macapagal-Ar- 
royo. 

Lapus, who described himself as 
a "management expert,” spear- 
headed the passage of Ms Arroyo's 
fiscal reforms in Congress two 
years ago.

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Sober speech at birthday bash 


BANDAR SERI BEGAWAN-—BRUNEI'S 
Sultan Hassanal Bolkiah used his birth- 
day speech Saturday to call for econom- 
ic diversification to ensure continued 
prosperity in the tiny oil-rich nation. 

More than 2,000 foreign and local 
‘guests, including President Macapagal- 
‘Arroyo, gathered at a 1,700-room palace 
for the speech by the sultan, once rated 
asthe world’ richest man. 

“Among the most important things 
is to ensure that the sources of oil and 
gas can continue to be enjoyed by the 
people," the sultan said. 

“Along with that, economic diversi- 
fication isalso important for strength- 
ening the country’s survival, includ- 
ing an increase in foreign investment 
and a more eco-friendly policy.” 

The sultan, one of the worlds 
longest-reigning monarchs who is also 
prime minister, defense minister, fi- 
nance minister and head of Islam, spoke 
without a microphone in front of a gold- 
en canopy where his two wives sat. 

Hassanal last year married 
Malaysian television news presenter 
Azrinaz Mazhar Hakim, 26. She bore 
hima son, his 11th child, last month. 

The sultan’s celebration was to 
continue into the evening with a state 
banquet attended by the leaders of 
the Philippines, Singapore, Thailand 
and Cambodia—and about 10,000 
Other guests, а — government 


spokesman said. 

The sultan was crowned on Aug. 1, 
1968 and Brunei achieved full inde- 
pendence from Britain on Jan. 1, 
1984. 

Brunei, which occupies a sliver of Bor- 
neo island, is Southeast Абау third-largest 
ой producer It is also the worlds fourth- 
largest producer of liquefied natural gas. 

Official figures say the country had 
a population of about 341,000 in 
2002, and the mineral wealth has 
brought the citizens one of the high- 
est percapita incomes in Asia. 

There is no personal income tax, 
and education and healthcare are 
free. Houses, cars and even pilgrim- 
ages to Mecca are subsidized. 

Hassanal's Malay Muslim absolute 
monarchy dates back to the 14th cen- 
tury when his ancestors nominally 
controlled all of Borneo island and 
some parts of the Philippines Sulu is- 
lands, according to official history 

Thousands of people, including 
school children waving flags, lined 
the streets to watch the sultan's 
cavalcade as hearrived at a city sta 
dium for a ceremony earlier on Sat- 
urday. 

“In Brunei, all men like the Sultan,” 
Mohammad Akram Hossain, 34, said 
smiling beside the roadside earlier 
Sanday will һе wild for the 
monarch's Rolls-Royce.

Docs lament health budget, 
poor education, ‘brain drain’

ШОШО CITY—THE PHILIPPINE COL- 
lege of Physicians (PCP) has sounded the 
alarm on top health problems, such as 
the health sectors 1-percent share of the 
‘government budget, the exodus abroad 
of Filipino physicians and nurses, and the 
dismal quality of medical education. 

According to the umbrella organiza- 
tion of intemists with 6,600 members 
and 78 accredited training hospitals na- 
tionwide, the Philippines is so swamped 
with problems related to public health 
and the medical system that it is hard 
putto identify the No. 1 health issue: 

Dr Rene Juaneza, PCP national 
president, cited cardiovascular and 
pulmonary diseases as the leading 
causes of morbidity and mortality 
among Filipinos. He said there was ап 
immediate need for a national pro- 
gram on preventive health care. 

"The problem of health is the prob- 
lem of different areas of government, 


but how can you move with a budget 
of 1 percent for health care?” said Dr. 
Anthony Leachon, chair of the PCP 
cluster committees and the commit- 
tee on internal communications. 

The World Health Organization 
recommends a health budget of 5 per- 
cent for Third World countries such as 
the Philippines. 


5 major issues 

Juaneza and Leachon were speak- 
ers at the launch of a partnership Бе- 
tween the PCP-Panay Chapter and the 
Philippine Science High School West- 
em Visayas last July 8 at the PSHS 
campus in Jaro.

© The mass departure of Filipino 
Physicians and nurses, with 4,000 
physicians migrating as nurses since 


the year 2000, and 5,000 physicians 
now enrolled in nursing schools all 
over the country. 

* The deteriorating quality of 
medical education, with a 24-percent 
decrease in the number of National 
Medical Admission Test examinees 
despite the abundance of medical 
schools (36). 

The PCP traced the deterioration. 
to : admission of poor-quality stu- 
dents; lack of competent full-time 
faculty members; low pay, discour- 
aging qualified ones from teaching; 
inadequate facilities and clinical ex- 
posure; antiquated system of educa- 
tion and examinations; and harsh fi- 
nancial realities confronting medical 
schools. 

"There is also a dereliction of duty on 
the part of the Commission on Higher 
Education and other government agen- 
cies, as well as the indifference and inef- 
fectiveness of medical associations and 
medical colleges to provide effective 
leadership,” the doctors said. 
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Luz quits Namfrel

FOR ALMOST A DECADE, BUSINESSMAN 
Guillermo Luz served as secretary general for 
the election watchdog National Movement 
For Free Elections. 

But months after joining the call last year 
for president Macapagal-Arroyo to resign, 
Luz finally resigned from Namfrel. 

"I did not accept his resignation at first,” Nam- 
frel national chair Jose Concepcion Jt told the In- 
(Quen. "But he said he felt there were other con- 
cems he had to attend to," Concecpion added. 

Luz filed his resignation letter as early as 
Jan. 17. But Concepcion announced the 
change to all his volunteers through a memo- 
randum only last month. 

Luz was with Namírel since the 1995 elec- 
tions until the controversial 2004 elections, 
when he was accused by Sen. Aquilino Pi- 
mentel of being a Canadian citizen. He nei- 
ther confirmed nor denied the accusation. 

Following the withdrawal of support of at 
least 10 cabinet members and appointees of 
Ms Arroyo last year (tagged as the Hyatt 10), 
Luz and the Makati Business Club also joined 
calls for Ms Arroyo to resign. 

But Concepcion said Luz did not mention 
his political position as a reason for resigning 
from Namfrel, which is already preparing to

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Howling wilderness 


TIS TIME, AGAIN, TO UPDATE EURIPIDES. THOSE 
I whom the gods wish to destroy, they first smear with 
rumors. In the case of the Catholic Bishops’ Confer- 
ence of the Philippines, the gods’ method of choice was 
simple and familiar enough: the old envelope trick. 
р They or their messengers (“casual- 
EDITORIAL looking" men, a CBCP insider described 
these modern-day versions of Hermes) 
handed out envelopes during the CBCP plenary assembly 
last week, to bishops who were either too deep in prayer 
or were too trusting of their fellowmen or (the likeliest 
explanation) were unaccountably forgetful of the lessons 
of the confessional. Most of the money, as far as we can 
tell, has since been returned or will be, soon—but the 
damning image of bribed bishops has already stuck. 

That is the sorry truth. Even if none of the envelopes ev- 
ёг lined a bishop's miter, the damage has already been 
done. Even if the table talk at the “victory” dinner Palace 
officials hosted for some bishops immediately after the 
assembly turned out to be inconsequential, suspicion has 
Already been cast. Now, the perception is unfortunate in- 
deed: Even bishops, in Catholic faith the direct successors 
of the 12 apostles, are vulnerable to envelopes with mon- 
ey. 

We cannot believe that this state of affairs is mere hap- 
penstance. As one of the more vocal prelates, anti-jueteng 
crusader Archbishop Oscar Cruz, suggested last week, the 
bishops’ moral authority is the CBCP’s “one and only 
source of influence.” The surest way for Malacafiang to 
counter that authority is to pollute the source. 

Insinuation, innuendo, implication: All it takes to erode 
the moral high ground is to suggest that this vantage 
point is built not on stone but on shifting (even shifty) 
sand. 

Think about it. The entire argument for coursing “liveli- 
hood” funds through bishops rests on faint praise: The bish- 
opsare damned by being treated like congressmen and oth- 
er political operatives, who need cash gifts to oil the levels 
of power and patronage. After all, the argument continues, 
the bishops know their people's needs better than politi- 
cians; why not course aid or donations through them? 

Thus are the bishops compromised—through a co-opt- 
ing scheme disguised as an act of charity. 

This deliberate undermining of the bishops' moral au- 
thority forces us to ask the essential question: Is the com- 
promising of national institutions a principal policy of the 
Arroyo administration? 

Consider the Commission on Elections. Under the ex- 
traordinarily obtuse chairmanship of Benjamin Abalos, the 
administration’s pre-election appointees have managed to 
destroy the commission's credibility. President Macapagal- 
Arroyo's belated admission of a “lapse in judgment" when 
she acknowledged calling an election commissioner in 
2004 to ostensibly protect her vote, has only deepened pub- 
lic skepticism about the fairness of the election process. 

Or consider the armed services. The incoming chief of 
staff of the Armed Forces is a “Garci” general—that is to say, 
‘one of several high-ranking officials who are mentioned in 
the Garcillano wiretaps as participants in the alleged elec- 
tion fraud of 2004. As a result of this perception and of oth- 
er inexplicable developments in the AFP such as the much- 
delayed Mayuga report, the Armed Forces today seems as 
politicized as the early years of the Marcos regime. 

Consider the Ombudsman, whose office was one of the 
proud innovations included in the 1987 Constitution. 
Granted extraordinary powers by the Charter’s framers, 
today the Ombudsman under Ms Arroyo seems largely 
impotent, unable to summon the will to crack down on 
corruption at the highest levels of government. 

Or consider the Senate. Designed to serve as a check on 
presidential power, the one chamber of Congress that 
seems to have the will to hold the President to account 
has been openly mocked and repeatedly ignored by Mala- 
cafiang. Justice Secretary Raul Gonzalez's brazen unwill- 
ingness to act on the Senate's arrest warrant against al- 
leged fertilizer scam mastermind Jocelyn Bolante is only 
one of many possible proofs that, for the administration, 
the Senate is no longer a part of government. 

Consider these and other compromised institutions, 
and the suspicion arises: In order to survive until the end 
of her term, the President seems ready to bring the coun- 
try’s institutions down to the level of the diminished pres- 
idency. That sound we hear? It is the winds howling, in an 
increasingly empty wilderness. 
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‘THE UNITED STATES PHYSICALLY SUBDUED 
usin 1898 and made our country its colony un- 
til 1946. In the process, it developed in us a 
mammoth inferiority complex that made our 
people idolize practically everything Ameri- 
can. 

Early during our subjugation, a pure-bred 
Filipino appointed to the first Philippine Com- 
mission slavishly declared: "I am an American 
and all the money in the Philippines, the air the 
light and the sun I consider American.” That 
incredible toadyism continues to this day to 
disgrace many of our countrymen who are 
rhapsodized to be called the Yankee's “little 
brown brothers." 

Mabini opposed American rule and was de- 
ported to Guam. Quezon entered the lion's den 
of the autocratic Governor-General Wood, 
‘who retreated. But few followed these stalwart 
leaders, preferring a more convenient entente 
cordial with the foreign carpetbaggers 

Soon after we became a republic, the new 
President Roxas fawningly committed the 
Philippines to follow in “the glistening wake of 
‘America whose sure advance with mighty 
prow breaks for smaller craft the waves of 
fear” 

Recto, the Laurels, Tañada, Diokno and oth- 
er nationalists protested but were ignored. Ev- 
erybody should be an Amboy. The President of 
the Philippines always takes care not to dis- 
please the President of the United States. 
Congress patterns many ofits bills after Ameri- 
can statutes, and the Supreme Court still fol- 
lows American jurisprudence like a lower 
court. 

(Speaking particularly of our highest tri- 
bunal, I often criticized my colleagues for their 
reliance on—if not in fact allegiance to—the 
decisions of American jurists in resolving our 
‘own cases with their different local setting. I 
said we should make up our own minds ac- 


cording to our own needs, our own customs 
and traditions, and even our idiosyncrasies. 
But thinking for ourselves was rejected as anti- 
American. 

With many of our people it was follow the 
leaders, or maybe it was the other way "round. 
The green card has become the frantic obses- 
sion of Filipinos impatient to leave their na- 
tive land for the greener pastures of Califor- 
nia. A medical exam topnotcher here has left 
to be a nurse in America. A nephew of mine 
who vowed to serve our people here is earn- 
ing oodles of dollars there as an anesthesiolo- 
gist. 

But it is not only for finanċial reasons that 
many Filipinos are fascinated by America. The 
United States is to them the best place to be 
and its people are the best people on earth. The 
entertainers are especially attractive. No one 
can beat Elvis Presley and Marilyn Monroe and 
all those beautiful people in Hollywood and 
Broadway. 

Even the has-beens who can no longer earn 
a living there are madly welcomed here at 
much waste of our dollar reserves. The Philip- 
pines is a willing dumping ground for the re- 
Jects in the United States, including the obso- 
lete rifles our soldiers used in defending 
Bataan with their intrepid American com- 
rades-in-arms. 

Sometime ago I noted that we have fol- 
lowed the Americans in celebrating Mother's 
Day and Father's Day, and on the same dates 


they have chosen for these occasions. We could 
at least have fixed different dates for our cele 
brations from among all of the 365 days in the 
year, but we did not. That would have been dis 
loyal to America. 

T also observed that we have produced а, 
Philippine Pie to imitate the American Pie 
movie and, soon to open, there will be a con- 
test for the Philippine Idol similar to the Amer- 
ican Idol in the land of the bold. During the 
"705, we had cowboy pictures in the boondocks 
of Antipolo, with focal gunfighters costumed a 
la Wyatt Earp at the OK Corral. 

‘There must also be a Halloween in this trop- 
ical Philippines to follow the American holiday: 
except that ours will have only artificial snow. 
We must have our phantoms, too, but of the: 
American brand—no "tikbalangs" or "man 
ananggals" for they are too local! The demons 
must be like the headless horseman that terri- 
fied Ichabod Crane but they will not frighten 
the children here, for a change, because our 
Darna will protect them. 

And how about the blondies among our 
brown ladies who are using skin whiteners too 
to look as American as possible? The net result. 
is ludicrous and also pathetic. The mellow. 
tones of our kayumangging kaligatan are en- 
vied throughout the world, but our women 
prefer to be pale because that is how their 
Stateside idols look. Those suntan-lotioned: 
ladies would rather be like their imitative nat- 
urally tanned admirers, who don't know when: 
they're ahead. 

Our people have much to be proud of but 
would rather ape other peoples. The Ameri- 
cans are a wonderful race, but so are we except 
that we don’t realize it. Let's recognize and 
harness our virtues instead of simply imitating 
those of another country with a different cul- 
ture from ours. It is always best to be original 
rather than just a pale copy. 


Lean—and mean 


ACCORDING TO A TEXT MESSAGE I RE- 
ceived, it is not true that beer makes you fat. 
On the contrary, beer makes you lean—lean on 
walls, lean on doors and lean on people. 

In today’s Gospel (Mk. 6, 7-13), Jesus 
tells His disciples to lean not so much on 
worldly resourges and provisions in their 
ministry but more on God’s providence and 
power. He instructs His disciples to be 
lean—no food, no sack, no money in their 
belts, and not even a second tunic in their 
journeys. A disciple has to travel light, so 
that he/she сап become an effective witness 
and “light of the world.” 

Fat is out, lean is in. As it was in Jesus’ time, 
so it is in our time—disciples must not be en- 
cumbered by excess luggage and concerns as 
they go about their ministry. Once a disciple 
becomes "heavy" he/she loses his/her effec- 
tiveness and credibility. When people no 
longer see Jesus in you and me, it only means 
that we have ceased to become “salt of the 
earth” and “light of the world” because we 
have taken the road of comfort and easy com- 
promise 

We are to preach the message of repen- 
tance. As prophets, we are to speak truthful- 
ly no matter who gets hurt or offended. We 
must not be bought, neither must we be si- 
enced by gifts and favors. We must be fai 
ful to Christ's message, and not adulterate it 
with our own agenda or inclinations. We 
must preach Christ so boldly that if we are 
rejected, we can "dust off our feet in testi- 
mony against them.” If our message has lost 
its sting, maybe it is because we are no 
longer lean and, for fear of rejection, are no 
longer mean. 

The "dynamics of giving and receiving” 
comes to fore again with the recent allegations 
about the giving of envelopes and favors to our 
bishops. If the allegations are true, shame on 
those who thought they could buy the bishops,

and also on those who gave even the slightest 
impression that they could be bought. The 
message of Christ crucified is non-negotiable, 
in season, or out of season. 

There are times when a shepherd must 
give out clear instructions and directions, 
not just inclinations, to his flock. When 
there are hungry wolves all around, the 
shepherd must use his staff to ward off the 
enemy, and to correct, direct and lead his 
flock. We need to hear clear marching or- 
ders especially when we are in clear and 
present danger.

This 
underlines the fact that serving two masters or 
two-timing is not only dangerous to one's spiri- 
tual health; it also kills the spirit. May we all be 
steadfast and focused in our commitment to 
the Gospel values of love, sacrifice, honesty, 
truth and service. 

1just visited Ms Adelaida Bondoc in Ange- 
les City. She is the mother of Fr. Allan Bon- 
doc, SVD, our young missionary in war-torn 
East Timor. One can never imagine the an- 
guish of Mama Del worrying about the safe- 
ty of her son. What touched me was when 
she said: “Seeing you and embracing you is 
like seeing and embracing my son Allan.” 
True. We need others to lean on as we jour- 
ney on. May we be open and available when 
others need someone to lean on. 


Keep your eyes on Jesus. As disciples of Je- 


sus, we must be focused not on ourselves, for 
therein lies the danger of pride in our so-called 
achievements and the danger of discourage- 
ment in our weaknesses. Neither must we fo- 
cus on the cheers or jeers of people around us, 
for always there will be people who will wel- 
come or reject us and our message.

By the way, have you noticed how the 
truth and the agents of truth continue to 
surface no matter all the efforts to contain 
or muffle them?

Truth may be delayed 
or hidden for a while, but, it will surely sur- 
face. Pity the liars. They are always on 
guard. They are always scared. Our mes- 
sage to them: Learn from God, and lean оп 
God. 

"Lord, may everything we do begin with 
your inspiration, continue with your help and 
Teach perfection under your guidance. Amen."

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WHEN WE RETURNED HOME FROM AN 
extended visit abroad, the first newspaper I 
picked up carried the photos of several men, 
dressed in yellow T-shirts, being presented to the 
media by AFP chief of staff Gen. Generoso Senga. 
He was flanked by Philippine National Police 
chief Police Director General Oscar Calderon and 
Army commander Lt. Gen. Hermogenes Esperon. 
A quick glance at my TV set showed the same 
scene: men in yellow Tshirts being paraded be- 
fore the media 

Fora while, I thought it was a usual coverage of 
arrested suspects being presented by police offi 
cials who are eager to show they are on the ball, to 
the President or some Cabinet functionary.

The news report on their cap- 
ture noted that assorted firearms, hand grenades 
and explosive equipment were found inside the 
safe house where the officers were staying. A 
blueprint of the Batasan Pambansa complex was 
also found among the documents recovered from 
the group. By coincidence, President Macapagal- 
Arroyo is scheduled to deliver her State of the Na- 
tion Address (Sona) at the Batasan on July 24. 

Let me make a few observations on this event. 

‘The junior officers arrested that day are not 
criminals. They do not deserve to be treated as 
such; and I was appalled that the AFP chief of 
staff, the PNP chief and the Army commander al- 
lowed themselves to be used in a photo opportu- 
nity that degraded and destroyed the dignity of 
these young officers, (Save this type of photo ops 
for bank robbers, gambling lords or rapists!) 
Whatever they have done, these officers are your 
younger brothers. With all the power in your 
hands, you can discipline and mete out punish- 
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ment if the charges against them are proven. But 
there is no need to humiliate and diminish them 
as human beings and fellow officers. Their ac- 
tions which began with the Oakwood mutiny do 
not stem from a desire for personal gain or power. 
‘They stem mainly from having seen the injustice 
and corruption in our society which have led to a 
strong desire for meaningful change. 

Ifthe idea of subjecting these officers to shame 
and ridicule is to discourage others from taking a 
similar path, let me suggest that such action could 
have the opposite effect; it could instead engen- 
der resentment, bitterness and hostility among 
others in the organization. 

As to the firearms, explosives and a Batasan 
blueprint found in the possession of these offi- 
cers, it would be wise for us to maintain a healthy 
skepticism in the face of extensive psywar activi- 
ties aimed at conditioning the minds of our peo- 
ple. As the old refrain goes—planting rice is never 
fun, planting evidence is much more fun. Iam not 
suggesting that those pieces of evidence were 
planted, but these days one can never be sure of 
anything. We must also be wary of the sudden 
changes of heart among captured officers, like 
the one of Army Lt. Lawrence San Juan. Some- 
how, Гат reminded of Alberto Mora who recently 
won the Kennedy Foundation’s “Profiles in 
Courage” award. Mora said “Cruelty disfigures 
ош national character. It is incompatible with our 
Constitutional order, with our laws, and with our 
most prized values. Cruelty can be as effective as 
torture in destroying human dignity and there is 


no moral distinction between one and the other." 

Respected journalists, members of the Catholic 
Bishops’ Conference of the Philippines and the 
Philippine Military Academy Alumni Association 
must be allowed regular visits and access to these 
detainees. 

The appointment of Army Chief Lt. Gen. Her- 
mogenes Esperon Jr. as AFP chief of staff was re- 
cently announced by Malacafiang. Five months 
ago, in one of my columns, I predicted that Es- 
peron would be the next AFP chief. I would have 
wanted to see Air Force Commander Lt. Gen. 
Jose Reyes named to the post, considering his 
seniority and experience. Joe Reyes got his third 
star (Lt. Gen.) ahead of Esperon. He also be- 
сате a service commander much earlier than 
Esperon. He belongs to PMA Class '73. Esperon 
comes from PMA Class 74. By all measures of se- 
niority, Reyes is the No. 1 man in the Armed 
Forces. His educational qualifications and mili- 
tary background and performance in the service 
are of the highest order. 

Earlier, Air Force commander Lt. Gen. Ben- 
jamin Defensor became AFP chief of staff as did 
М. Gen. Amulfo Acedera during FVR's time. 
There is no reason why an Air Force man should 
not be AFP chief of staff. Having said all these, we 
are aware that appointment to the position of 
ЖЕР chief is the prerogative of the Commander in 
Chief. But, as the INQumen editorial last Friday 
pointed out: "Esperon's promotion will neither 
foster calm or even reconciliation within the 
ranks of a military agitated by allegations of se- 
nior officers participating in electoral fraud. It 
will not smoothen relations with Congress or as- 
suage the fears, rightly or wrongly, in certain 
quarters that the administration is showing a 
marked interest in pursuing authoritarian solu- 
tions to its political problems. It will not enhance 
the prestige of the Armed Forces or inspire confi- 
dence in the senior officer corps.” 


A food stand on the plaza 


IT MAY NOW BE CONSIDERED WATER UNDER . 
the bridge, but a recent dispute between con- 
cerned citizens of Pila, Laguna (with the support 
ofthe Heritage Conservation Society) and Green- 
wich Pizza as well as its corporate parent, Jollibee 
Foods Corp., is a good example of citizen action 
borne of vigitance, as well as of corporate respon- 
siveness to public concerns. 

‘The dispute began with a letter sent by e-mail to 
‘Tony Tan Caktiong, president of Jollibee Foods, by 
John Silva, a consultant with the National Muse- 
чт and former trustee of the Heritage Conserva- 
tion Society It was about the setting up of a tempo- 
rary food stand of Greenwich Pizza on the town 
plaza of Pila. The plaza was declared a National 
Historical Landmark by the National Historical In- 
stitute in 2000 because, said Silva, "itis one of the 
few remaining examples of a Spanish colonial 
town plaza, surrounded by some very fine exam- 
ples of Spanish and American period homes." 

Because of its landmark status, the Pila town 
plaza is protected by law from “unauthorized 
‘modification, alteration, repair and destruction.” 
As Silva noted: “The Greenwich food stand in- 
sults the townspeople who fought for and se- 
cured the Landmark Status. In addition, the food 
stand negatively affects the aesthetic charm of 
the plaza and will definitely affect tourist visits.” 

The next day (which says something about Jol- 
libee’s responsiveness—Tan Caktiong actually 
reads his e-mail!) Silva received a response from 
Erwin Elechicon, president and general manager 
of Greenwich. Elechicon explained that Jollibee 
Foods has been a “major patron of the community 
activities of Pila in the past,” and on the occasion 
of Pilas Foundation Day last year, both Jollibee 
and Chow King sponsored the events and set up 
food stands in the plaza area. 

This year, Greenwich, as principal sponsor, 
proposed to set up a food stand two weeks before 
the Foundation Day and secured the approval of 
the mayor for a P10,000-fee. 

"FROM OUR perspective, we were simply re- 
peating what we believed was our participa- 
tion in а successful event last year, and ad- 
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vancing this by a couple of weeks with the ap- 
proval of the appropriate authorities,” 
Elechicon wrote. He assured Silva that the 
food stand was temporary and would be dis- 
mantled after the Foundation Day activities. 

“Given the situation, however" Elechicon 
added, “we have asked our local representa- 
tives to meet the mayor of Pila immediately, 
and offer to either relocate our Stand or take it 
down and remove it temporarily. We are defi- 
nitely more than willing to remain the sponsor 
of Pila's Foundation Day. Our only request is 
that if the town decides to set up food stands 
and other stalls as planned during the period of 
Pila's actual Foundation Day celebrations (the 
week of July 24), that Greenwich Pizza will be a 
part of this, and will be allowed to set up its 
own stand as well. We hope you will agree that 
this is a fair and reasonable request." 

‘The Greenwich head concluded his letter by 

stating his company's and Jollibee's support 
for "Filipino values" and pride in Filipino her- 
itage. 
MOST other activists might have let the issue rest, 
but not Silva. He wrote a reply letter to Elechicon 
that not only allowed him to get some licks in, but 
also clarified for Greenwich and Jollibee what 
should have been the full extent of their response, 
given their claims to exercising corporate social 
responsibility 

Tt was not enough for Greenwich to have se- 
cured the local government's approval for its par- 
ticipation in a community activity, Silva noted. 
“The Presidential decrees (on national historical 
landmarks) supersede any agreement with the lo- 
cal government because (they are) decrees which 


bind everybody. Ignorance of the law excuses no 
One. Your defense that your company went 
through the ‘usual accepted practice’ disturbs me 
and the townspeople of Pila. 

Added Silva: "You are thinking on the small 
side if you say it's fair and reasonable" И the may- 
or allows other food stalls to go up, Greenwich 
should too. Where is your corporate social re- 
sponsibility? The mayor was in complete viola- 
tion of the Presidential decrees in making illegal 
deals with food stall vendors both last year and 
this year. The townspeople have had a running 
battle with the mayor on upholding the decrees. 
And yet, here's the biggest food conglomerate 
the Philippines still trying to tell the Mayor 'Ме- 
Too-Me-Too-food stall instead of upholding the 
laws of the land, exercising corporate citizenship. 
and not be party toan illegalact.” > 

In that letter, Silva also informed Elechicon 
that members of the Pila Historical Society had 
decided to go to court to get a TRO to have the 
food stand removed from the plaza 
FORTUNATELY, the matter didn't have to go 
before a judge. Two days after the exchange of 
e-mails began, Silva got word that the food 
stand had been dismantled and by the next 
day there would be no trace left of the struc- 
ture. 

Elechicon, for his part, said Greenwich still 
wanted to take an active part in Pila's commu- 
nity activities, and if the town and the historical 
society could agree on an appropriate site (oth- 
er than the plaza) for food booths, then they 
would want to be part of it. “Our Company does 
not condone, and most definitely will not be 
party to any questionable or illegal activity. 
Again, we simply want to be a positive, produc- 
tive and proactive contributor,” he said. 

All's well that ends well? Yes, but only after 
concerned townsfolk who valued their town's. 
history and beauty kicked up a fuss, found an 
advocate and champion who knew the right 
buttons to push, and were met by a prompt 
and proper response from a company that be- 
lieved in living up to the values it espoused. 


A shepherd in the family 


MY BROTHER PABLO DAVID, BETTER KNOWN 
as Father Ambo, became a bishop on the same 
day the Catholic Bishops’ Conference of the 
Philippines put out a pastoral statement that puz- 
led many people. The statement touched on a 
range of issues, but it was the bishops’ position on 
impeachment that was eagerly awaited. Many 
rightly thought the leaders of the Church sound- 
ed as confused on this matter as the laity they 
were supposed to guide. 

Being one of the signatories to the second im- 
peachment complaint, got a lot of ext messages 
asking me if it was true that the newly ordained 
bishop was part of the CBCP tommittee that 
drafted the statement. I said I wasn't aware that 
he was; but it would not bother me at all if he 
were. I was sure he did justice to his assignment. 
Pastoral letters are meant to reflect the general 
sentiment of the whole congregation, not just of 
those actually elected to write them. 

T have read this most recent pastoral state- 
ment, and Ican say I understand where it is com- 
ing from. I think that it mirrors all the imagined 
moral dilemmas and fears of the middle class. ОҒ 
course, I wish the bishops did not have to com- 
ment on whether or not impeachment is the cor- 
rect approach to solving the nation's crisis. Bish- 
ops are also human. Ido not believe that by virtue 
of their ecclesiastical position they necessarily 
have a superior perspective on the political crisis 
of our society 

‘Though we may think of them as a special class 
of people, in fact, bishops belong to the same cul- 
ture as their flock, and are not immune to its ex- 
cesses. It is not easy to be a shepherd in a society 

ове moral markers are constantly shifting. That 
is why, more than the statement itself, itis the re- 
port over pay-olfs to some bishops by agents of 
Malacafiang that alarms me. It is such things, 
rather than the ambivalence of the their state- 
ments, that erode the credibility and moral stand- 
ing of the bishops. They are human too, but being 
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human need not be equated with weakness. I am 
happy to learn that many of the bishops actually 
spumed Malacahangs shameless attempt at 
bribery, Such rejection is the loudest statement 
they could possibly make to the Arroyo regime. 

it is an interesting feeling having a bishop in 
one's family. A special aura seems suddenly to 
surround this person after his ordination.- My 
brothers and sisters all raised in the solemnity of 
Catholic rituals, could not decide if they should 
kiss their brothers ring or his cheek as they ap- 
proached him after the Mass. Ambo, the 10th of 
13 siblings, spared us from any awkwardness by 
offering not his hand but his tight fraternal em- 
brace. It was his way of telling us: Iam a bishop, 
yes, but I remain your brother. 

By pure coincidence, last Sunday's gospel was 
taken from the Gospel of Mark (6, 1-6). It tells of 
Jesus returning to preach at the synagogue of 
Nazareth, his home town. His town mates who 
heard him were amazed; they did not know how 
to regard him. “Where did this man get these 
things? they asked. ‘What's this wisdom that has. 
been given him, that he even does miracles! Isn't 
this the carpenter? Isn't this Mary's son and the. 
brother of James, Joseph, Judas and Simon? 
Aren't his sisters here with us?” And they took of- 
fense at him. Jesus said го them, ‘Only in his 
home town, among his relatives and in his own 
house, is a prophet without honor." It was a sub- 
tle rebuke of their faithlessness in the face of a 
messiah who looked just like one of them. 

Ambo wove his first homily to his fellow bish- 


ops around this theme. He began by saying that 
God sent his only begotten son to become man in 
order to show the rest of us what it is to be hu- 
man. For, there is among us, he said, a 
widespread tendency to draw a sharp line be- 
tween the spiritual and the material, between di- 
vinity and humanity. "Did not Christ become fully 
human precisely to show us that being human 
need not mean being fallen, flawed and sinful? Іп 
the larger scheme of things, even our mistakes 
have much to contribute to a creation in process, 
to the task of becoming human together.” 

‘Addressing his brothers in the sacred order of 
bishops, Ambo said: “People who tell us to attend 
to the spiritual and leave the material and the 
physical to the secular society do not know what 
the realm of the spiritual is all about. Perhaps it is 
also our fault, in more ways than one. Unwittingly, 
ме may have reinforced a kind of attitude that po- 
larizes the religious from the secular. Gaudium et 
Spes’ reminds us that we are a Church in the mod- 
em world. We are learning to dialogue with other 
religions and cultures, but I wonder if we should 
not learn to dialogue with secular society as well. 
This can only be possible, however, if we first sus- 
pend our pre judgments and our tendencies to la- 
bel anyone who doesn't agree with us as anti-lfe, 
anti-God, or anti-family It is counter-productive to 
simply take a sharp adversarial stance or a posture 
of militancy We might end up alienating more 
people, or marginalizing ourselves." 

"Can anything good come from Nazareth?" 
asked Nathanael when Philip told him that he 
had seen the messiah and that he was from 
Nazareth. Isn't this the same despair we promote, 
Ambo asked, when we cap every self-lacerating 
exercise with the collective sigh, “Onli in da Pilip- 
ins"? We must begin by restoring our faith in our- 
selves as а nation, and rise above our cynicism. 
Thus the young shepherd spoke.

protective wear and equipment. 1

Getting to the Sohoton Cave means an hour-long ride on a 
bamboo boat along the Basey River. The boat is motorized, 
captained by an old timon sitting at the very tip of the boat, 
his sunburned face a network of wrinkles. We pass by moth- 
ers rowing children to school and skinny houses on stilts that 
tilt over the water, looking as if they were looking at their re- 
flections. 

The bones of dead men guard the entrance of the cave. 
Long ago, Filipino rebels waited at the top of a cliff to am- 
bush unsuspecting Spaniards. They were buried at the 
mouth of Sohoton Cave. When the locals realized this, they 
began burying their dead side by side with the white men. 
The Spaniards have long since been exhumed, but there is no 
telling how many of our men are left sleeping at the cave's 
mouth. 

Keeping your footing on damp ground—which vaguely 
resembles chocolate ice cream left forgotten on a kitchen 
counter—is a challenge in itself. There is a sentry at the 
‘opening, and I see him through a gap in the cavern wall. Не 
stands half-hidden by the gloom, gun on his slouched 
shoulder, feet shod in white boots and cap pulled over his 
face. When the beam from my flashlight swings over him, 
he disappears and becomes just another lump bulging from 
a wall of rocks. 

T walk through cavern after cavern. I'm told that water: 
from the trees above the cave has seeped into the rock, form- 
ing calcite and limestone that accumulate for thousands of 
years until they become stalactites and stalagmites. I under- 
stand what the guide says—somewhat; but science and I 
have never been friends. 1 am perfectly happy believing the 
caves have always been here, and that the projections are 
princes frozen in perpetual sleep, waiting to be kissed awake 
bya maiden with a pure heart. Or something like that. Before 
I could start kissing any rocks— can just imagine carting a 
half-dozen dazed Legolas-types to my parents’ house and, 
presenting them to my mother—my guide asks if 1 want to 
View yet another musical organ. 

His flashlight streaks up the walls. 1 look up, and there it 
is, the great organ itself, thrusting out of the ceiling, quite ex. 
cited to see us, to all intents and purposes anatomically cor- 
rect. The hoots of masculine admiration are, I'm sure, a fa^ 
miliar sound to the cave walls. 

‘The rock menagerie marches on from one end of the cave 
tothe other. There is an eagle, two stories high, which will do 
any blue-blooded Atenean proud. Dumbo lifts his trunk be- 
Side a sitting dog, a howling lion and a napping cat. It's like a 
walking tour of a strange new city. “There, the Rice Ter. 
races,” Francisco says. He has a name for every chunk of rock 
ме pass by. The Three Kings! The Angels! Mount Pinatubo! 
Our guide, Francisco Corales—he claims to be related to Pili- 
ta Corrales—explains the naming of the rocks. He says that 
whenever a new group wanders through the cave, it gives 
new names to the formations. What is the Statue of Liberty to 
‘one is the face of Snoopy the Dog to another. 

There's one cavern that my all-male crew prefers—one! 
whose name, there is no doubt, fits. "We call this the nurs- 
ery,” my intrepid guide says, then points his flashlight up to" 
the low ceiling 

And there, in all their womanly glory, dark nipples point- 
ing downward as if pulled by gravity, are dozens of breasts in 
every variety—perky 16-year-old breasts; full breasts that 
drip ice water; and long, elongated breasts that seem too" 
tired to take notice.

Albularyos use indigenous herbs like sambong for kidney and gall stones, and lagun- 
di for colds, coughs and asthma. The Department of Health itself is promoting around 
10 medicinal herbs for public use. 


The global market for herbal medicines is estimated at more $60 billion annually 
and is growing steadily. 

With the growing popularity of traditional medicines come increasing efforts to reg- 
ulate them. 

‘The number of countries regulating the sale of traditional remedies rose from 14 in 1988 
to 53 in 2003, according to the World Health Organization. Some 40 more countries are 
seeking to regulate the sale of traditional medicines. 

In the Philippines, the country's medical association has expressed concern over the prolifera- 
tion of food supplements, herbal preparations and alternative health care practices. The associa- 
tion is calling for an end to the advertisement of supplements and preparations whose thera- 
peutic effects have not been established. Other groups do not share the association's position.

tute of Natural Medicine (INM) to 
conduct reviews, studies and re- 
searches, with the assistance of oth- 
ег reputable organizations on the 
following preparations or alterna- 
tive healthcare modalities: 

Detoxification, herbal medicine, 
IV reduced gluathlone therapy for 
Parkinson's disease, massage, aro- 
matherapy; pranic healing; and 
electro medicine (zappars). 

Nutritional medicine, hyperbaric 
medicine, chiropractic medicine, 
myotherapy. myofascial therapy, 
acupressure, light and color thera- 
py and chelation. 

These should not be advocated, 
used or applied unless scientifically 
validated by the INM. 

The practice of iridiology and 
homeopathy has no scientific basis. 
and should not be advocated. 
When used for the treatment of 


diseases, these can possibly turn 
into negligence, delay the appli- 
cation of the approved treat- 
ment and lead to progression of 
the disease. 

Food supplements and herbal 
preparations should therefore 
not be directly or indirectly mar- 
keted or promoted zs having 
therapeutic claims. Similar 
claims should not be made in ad- 
vertisements or publicity cam- 
paigns, labels, and packaging 
materials. 

‘To safeguard the health of the 
people, I urge all media compa- 
nies to stop the advertising or 
promotion of nonscientifically 
proven products being marketed 
as having therapeutic effects.

O MAKE THE CELEBRATION OF 
the 250th year of Catholicism in 
Ozamiz City in Misamis Occiden- 
tal more memorable, local offi- 
cials have completed, in time for 
the event, the restoration of the 
historic Fuerte de la Concepcion 
de] Triunfo and the beautification 
ofthe Birhen sa Cotta Shrine. 


“Our legacy to Ozamiznons and a dream come 
true for the devotees and pilgrims in northwest- 
em Mindanao and elsewhere,” Mayor Reynaldo 
Parojinog called the projects. "What the past ad- 
ministrations failed to do, we succeeded in doing 
it now for the glory of the Birhen.” 

Yesterday, as part of the monthlong celebra- 
tion that will culminate on July 31, the fortress" 
marker was unveiled as the city also observes із 
58th charter anniversary. 

Declared a national historical landmark in 
2002 by the National Historical Institute, the 
fortress—plainly called the “Misamis Cot- 

"—was restored along with the shrine in line. 
with the city governments program of preserv- 
ing the place as a cultural heritage site, pilgrim- 
age destination and tourist spot. 

It is sunken because of trenches dug by both 
Japanese soldiers and Filipino guerrillas during 
its siege in 1945 and an earthquake that struck 
the Zamboanga Peninsula in 1955. 

The city has so far spent P11.7 million in 
restoring the fortress and in expanding and 
beautifying the Nuestra Sefiora del Triunfo de la 
Cruz, or simply the Birhen sa Cotta Shrine to 
devotees and pilgrims. 


DOT pledge 

Of the amount, P1.7 million came from the 
Department of Tourism, which was part of the PS 

ilion commited by then Secretary Richard 
Gordon to the projects and released last year by 
Roberto Pagdanganan when he took over the 
DOT last year. Parojinog said he would follow up 
with incumbent Tourism Secretary Joseph Dura- 
no the remaining P3.3 million to be used in con- 
structing a food court next to the fortress and the 
shrine and in concreting and landscaping the 
projects. 

‘The houses of some 200 squatter families 
around the fortress and the shrine were demol- 
ished after they refused to heed Parojinog’s dead- 
line to vacate the area on April 30. 

The Misamis Cotta had been used as head- 
quarters of a unit of the defunct Philippine Con- 
stabulary since the American colonial regime 
and after it was liberated from the Japanese in 
1945. The 911 Provincial Mobile Group, the last 
unit of the Philippine National Police that occu- 
pied it, was transferred to an idle public market 
inside the jeepney and bus terminal complex at 
the start of he restoration work last year. 

Cleared of all structures surrounding it and 
standing imposingly some 50 meters from the 
роп, the Misamis Cotta meets passengers disem- 
barking from barges and interisland ships. It 
houses a newly constructed museum and an ele- 
gant rest room. Its arsenal has been rehabilitat- 
ed. 

"Those who have gone to our city in the past 
might say the [250th anniversary] celebration is 
impossible with the presence of the shanties 
around the area. Today, we are proud to say that 
the Ozamiznons did it, again to the glory of the 
Birhen sa Cora,” Parojinog said in a pres re- 
lease. 


Stolid and stunned 

‘The Misamis Cotta was among the fortresses 
built by the Spaniards in Mindanao in the 18th 
century. Other structures are found in the banks 
ofthe river across the Panguil Bay in Liangan, Ba- 
colod, Lanao del Norte; on a hill overlooking the 
sea in Dapitan City; the San Francisco Xavier in 
Tigan City; Fort San Jose in Cagayan de Oro City; 
and Fort Pilar in Zamboanga City. 

In 1756, the Misamis Cotta was built by the 
natives on orders of Jesuit priests Francisco Jose 
Ducos and Nepomuceno Paver, primarily to pro- 
vide shelter for Spanish battle ships anchored in 
the bay, historical accounts showed. 

It was also used as a base to launch attacks 
against Muslim raiders and pirates who plun- 
dered the town and snatched natives to be sold 
as slaves to rich and royal Muslim families in 
Cotabato, Zamboanga, Sulu and even in Java, 
Borneo, Malaysia and Indonesia. 

The fortress survived the test of time although 
it, as the line of Archbishop of York William 
Markham goes, "bowed to the weight of cen- 
turies.” 

“Stolid and stunned,” local joumalist Ramon 
Daomilas wrote in his book, “Rizal at Dapitan 
and Some Historical Bits of Misamis Occidental,” 
noting cannon fires from the Japanese, rifle fires 
from the guerrillas, machine guns and bombs 
from US bomber planes-in Worid War Il, the 
1955 earthquake and—to add the sentiments of 
devotees and pilgrims—indifference until 2005, 

when restoration work began. 
‘The comer of the western bastion of the 
S.S-meter fort has sunk by about two merérs 
Jis walls have cracked by SO centimeters. 


Weak foundation

The interior yard measures 60.45 x 56.9 me- 
ters. The upper half wall is 60-cm thick, making 
it impenetrable to bullets fired from 18th-centu- 
ту weapons.

A 4-m wide and 17-m long access ramp from 
the base to the Baluarte de San Ignacio made 
movement of cannons and soldiers to the top 
easier and faster. From one bastion to another 
are passageways 60 cm wide, each built with 
cannon and rifle emplacements. 


Watchtower 

Built next to the Baluarte de San Ignacio is a 
watchtower that guides mariners and fishermen 
entering the bay at night when illuminated. It 
has a 36-step stairway. 

Rev. Fr. Teofilo Pitchay of the Philippine Inde- 
pendent Church wrote in the local weekly Pan- 
guil Bay Monitor that the Spanish authorities 
and clergymen, led by a Father Ducos, reigned 
through force and had the cotta built by the na- 
tives through forced labor and cruelty. 

Those who could not contribute building 
materials like batong marongol (coral 
stones) were made to lie on the ground and 
given 25 lashes, Pitchay said. Those charged 
with more serious offenses were tied to tree 
trunks with ants or had their feet submerged 
in boiling water inside the “Balay nga Tisa” 
(Stone House) of the Rodriguezes that still 
stands on Ledesma Street. 

“Bodega for rent,” reads a notice hung on 
the wall of the house today. It is there where 
replicas of Dr. Jose Rizal's clothes were dis- 
played for days during one of the national 
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hero's death anniversary a few years back. 

"When the Japanese forces entered Ozamiz af- 
ter bombing the place on Dec. 27, 1942 and 
killing any person on sight with bullets and bayo- 
nets, they converted the fortress into a garrison 
and occupied the houses of prominent families, 
including that of the Daomilas, according to 
WWT accounts. 

The entire town fell on June 26, 1943, after 
the guerrilla movement suffered heavy casual- 
ties, including the capture and killing of three 
leaders—Capt. Joaquin Diamal, Lt. Osias Maca- 
may and 2nd Lt. Hambar Bondoc. Atrocities 
committed by the occupation forces hastened 
the growth of the resistance movement that was 
organized by Maj. Luis Morgan of the US Armed 
Forces in the Far East (Usaffe) on Sept. 16, 1942. 

‘The province, then known as Segundo Distrito 
de Misamis, included the present-day Zamboan- 
за del Norte, Misamis Occidental, Misamis Ori- 
ental, Lanao del Norte, Camiguin, Bukidnon and 
parts of Cotabato and Maguindanao. 

The district was named Misamis after йз capi- 
tal town (now Ozamiz City) located at the 
mouth of the Panguil Bay. 

Liberation days 

The liberation of Misamis started after Maj. 
Marcelo Bonilla replaced Major Naramjo as com- 
mander ofthe Usalie's 106th Regiment, who was 
seriously wounded in an encounter with the 
Japanese on Aug. 24, 1944, and hospitalized in 
Morotai, New Guinea. 

‘Among the officers and soldiers who figured 
in the sweep were Captains Segismundo Huli- 
ganga and Sotero Roque, First Lieutenants Zosi- 
mo Bajamunde and Benjamin Cajita, and 2nd Lt. 
Augusto Corro. Their unit was reinforced by the 
105th Regiment under Col. Hipolito Garma. 

Other officers who joined the offensives were 
Captains Aracid Hamid, Eliseo Abellanosa and 
Francisco Dayrit (head of the reserved 1st Battal- 
ion of the 106th Regiment); First Lieutenants Vi- 
cente de Barras, Demetrio Sy, Eugenio Neri, Juan 
de Leon, Ernesto Cabatu and Zoilo Ruaya; 2nd 
Lt. Sofronio Avancena, 3rd Lt. Potenciano Sat- 
ште and Lieutenants Pedro Parojinog and 
Abuan. 

The guerrillas surrounded the fortress for 
more than two weeks starting at dawn of Nov. 
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22, 1944. Lieutenant Parojinog, who was escorts 
ing a woman bearing a letter requesting the 
Japanese to surrender, was hit in the left thigh by 
a sniper before reaching the place. Sgt. Francisco 
Montecillo and Corporals Pedro Pangasian and. 
Feliciano Bucog were killed by snipers while re 
turning to their trenches after putting bamboo 
ladders on the walls ofthe fortress. 

‘The ladders were crafted by volunteer guards. 
‘of the Bolo Battalion, so named for cutting down 
‘coconut trees to block the Japanese and carving. 
mountain trails for the guerrillas using their Бо:

Bukagan Hill 

The Misamis Cotta was finally recaptured on. 
Dec. 10, 1945, a day after two US planes strafed 
it with machine-gun fre and dropped incendiary 
bombs, killing many Japanese soldiers and their 
civilian captives. 

Next in the restoration list of Mayor Parojinog 
is the historic Bukagan Hill overlooking Panguil 
Bay in the south, where Maj. Lucas Naranjo, de’ 
scribed in local accounts as the bravest guerrilla 
leader in Misamis, and his men engaged the 
Japanese in a fierce battle during the Liberation. 

Te was in Bukagan that the Spaniards in Mis- 
amis, as jesters put it, would “text” their com- 
rades from afar using the giant bell tower 
mounted on top of the hill Its loud “signal” could, 
reach Dapitan, Bukidnon, Cotabato and other 
parts of Mindanao. 

Local historians Fc Miguel Bemad and Dr. Ra: 
mon Daomilas recalled in their books that the. 
Spaniards would beat the huge bell to alert con; 
quistadores occupying other parts of the island of

Black bug infestation now eating up rice plants in 4 provinces 


PILI, CAMARINES SUR—SPAR- 
ing two provinces for the mean- 
time, the black bug infestation 
has spread to four Bicol 
provinces—covering 20 towns 
and a total of 98 villages, accord- 
ing to a report of the Regional 
Crop Protection Center (RCPC) of 
the Department of Agriculture. 
The report showed a seven- 
month spread of the infestation 
that started in the coastal towns 
of Sorsogon in November last 
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is only destructive to rice plants 
at the vegetative stage—one to 
two months old. 

Torres said the black bug could 
dono harm to rice plants that are in 
the flowering and fruiting stages. 

He said the DA does not recom- 
mend the use of chemicals 
against the black bug because, he 
said, predators of the pest will al- 
so die and chemicals could do 
more harm than good. 

Torres said the RCPC had al- 
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year. At the end of May, nine of 
the 16 municipalities and a total 
of74villages had been confirmed 
black bug infested. 

For five months, the black bug 
infestation was confined only to

HIS NAME MIGHT NOT BE FAMILIAR, BUT 
Francesco Riccardo Monti's contributions to 
modern Philippine art and the enrichment of 
the Metro Manila landscape should not be 
taken for granted, 

Monti, an Italian sculptor, was responsible for 
the unique statues and relief panels that deco- 
rate the Metropolitan Theater in Manila—price- 
less sculptures that show people a glimpse of a 
revolutionary trend in the world of art. 

But before he carved a niche for himself in 
the local art community, Monti first endured 
rejection in his motherland. 

Coming from a family of artists in Italy who 
were known for their sculptures for funerary 
and architectural works, Monti studied at the 
Institute of Ponzone for Decorative Arts and 
‘Technology. He also went to the Academy of 
Fine Arts in Milan where he perfected the 
classical style of sculpting for which he would 
later become known. 


Artdeco 

Monti's works could be classified as art de- 
co, a style that was considered a reaction to 
the World War I, when people were forced to 
live austerely. The use of aluminum, stainless 
steel, lacquer and inlaid wood, among other 
materials, are some features of art deco as its 
extravagant and festive style jibed with de- 
signs of cinema theaters and ocean liners, 

‘Ashe completed his studies in 1908, Monti 
received commissions to do funerary statues, 
monuments and other projects in Cremona, 
his hometown, and nearby cities as well. One 
of his most famous works was the monument 
dedicated to the families of the victims of 
World War I in Cremona and Piacenza 

In 1924, in recognition of his achieve- 
ments, the king of Italy, Victor Emmanuel 
IlI—upon the recommendation of Prime Min- 
ister Benito Mussolino—bestowed upon Mon- 
tithe title, "Knight of the Crown of Italy." 

Monti continued to do commissions com- 
memorating the victims of the first world war. 
In November 1928, his entry for the monu- 
‘ment to be built in honor of 33 Austro-Hungar- 
ian soldiers who died in Cremona, was ad- 
judged the winner. But several days later, orga-

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Tondo's little big man saves 
4 siblings from burning home

HEROES COME IN ALL SHAPES AND 
sizes. And this 10-year-old boy, often de- 
scribed as “too small for his 
age,” is no exception. 
John Kennedy Olano, a 
fourth grade student at the 
Magat Salamat Elementary 
School, was watching televi- 
sion with his older brother 
Genesis, 11, last June 21 in 
their small house in Tondo, 
Manila. 
Itwasonly a few hours be- 
fore their afternoon classes, 
and John Kennedy—fondly 
called "Moy Moy" by his 
famil—had been tasked by 
his mother to look after his 
younger brothers and sisters, including a 
‘month-old infant. 


Man of the house 

"Moy Moy usually looks after the 
small children while his brother Genesis 
takes charge of other chores like sweep- 
ing the floor and washing the dishes,” his 
mother, Yolanda, explained to the INquin- 
za in Filipino. 

Yolanda, who helps make lumpia 
wrappers for a living, had placed the two 
older boys in charge of the household 
since she had to leave early for work with 


her husband, John Kennedy Sr, a pedi- 
cab driver, 
Around 10 that fateful morning of 
June 21, Moy Moy noticed black smoke 
coming out of his uncle's bed- 
room while they were watch- 
ing their favorite cartoon 
show on television 

“We were shocked to see 
that the fire inside the room 
was getting big,” the 10-year- 
old said in a soft, unwavering 
voice. 

While his brother, who was 
suffering from the flu, imme- 
diately ran downstairs to call 
their mother, Moy Moy was 
thinking about his sleeping 
brothers and sisters. 

Running to their bedroom, 

Moy Moy scooped up Nino, 1, and infant. 
Jolly in his arms and called on Angelita 
Мау, 6, and Angelito, 4, to hold on to his 
Tshirt 

“I did not mind how heavy they were. 
At that time I was only concerned about 
getting them all out," the fourth grader 
said. 


Heavy load 

With his small frame and thin arms 
carrying a toddler and a baby, Moy Moy 
struggled to get down the stairs with two 
young children in tow. 


‘At one point, the small group tripped 
on one of the steps, resulting in a back 
fracture for Angelita.. 

But Moy Moy bravely shepherded his 
siblings out of their home, which was 
quickly swallowed by the flames along 
with 12 other houses in the neighbor- 
hood. 

“I was so happy and relieved when I 
saw them out on the street,” Yolanda re- 
called. However, the family’s joy at see- 
ing the survivors quickly vanished when 
they saw all their belongings go up.in 
flames. 

“Nothing was saved. We did not know 
what would happen to us then,” Moy 
Moy said. 


Bravery rewarded 

But the boy's heroism did not go unno- 
ticed. Manila Mayor Lito Atienza heard 
of Moy Moy's deed and quickly respond- 
ed by giving the Olanos а 24-54. m. 
apartment unit in Tondo. 

Karen Gatchalian, a social worker in 
charge of children in need of social pro- 
tection in Manila, said the city govern- 
ment also gave the boy's mother enough 
capital to start a small sari-sari (variety) 
store. 

John Kennedy Sr, who used to earn 
P100 to P200 a day as a pedicab driver, 
‘was given a job at City Hall. 

"Moy Moy is a very brave boy. Even if 


he is small for his age, he did not hesitate 
in saving his brothers and sisters, 
notwithstanding the danger,” Gatchalian 
said. 

‘The social worker explained that chil- 
dren of the same age usually run away 
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Unusual behavior 

"It was unusual for him to possess 
such courage and presence of mind at 
such a young age,” Gatchalian said. 

But the young boy confessed that he

Arellano invited Monti to come to the 
Philippines where the two began a fruitful 
collaboration. Over the next few years, Arel- 
lano would design several structures for 
which Monti would provide the sculptures. 

Monti took a risk in moving to a country 
where he was a virtual unknown. Still, he was 
determined to make a name for himself in the 
local art community. In April 1930, he briefly 
returned to Cremona to sell his possessions. 
He and his wife Adriana, their two younger 
daughters Liliana and Sandra then left for 
Manila, leaving eldest daughter Angiola to 
the care of his relatives. 

His first collaboration with Arellano was a 
commission from the Manila City govern- 
ment, Arellano, who was supervising archi- 
tect for the then Department of 
Public Works, was drawing up 
the design for the . i 
Metropolitan Theater on 
the orders of then Mayor 
Thomas Earnshaw.

UST Rector 
Father Angel de Blas, 
O.P gave him one of his 
biggest commissions—- 
to crown the UST main 
building with statues of 
Aristotle, St. Augustine.

speare, among others, 
10 represent philoso- 
phy, religion and litera- 
ture. But the plan was 
discontinued in 1953 
and only 15 of the origi- 
nally planned 30 statues 
were completed.

For the fair, he 
created five allegorical statues which he called 
"Filipinas" and the “Four Freedoms"—Free- 
dom of Expression, Freedom of Religion, Free- 
dom from Want and Freedom from Fear. 


Fatal car crash 

But death knocked on Monti's doors quite 
early. After finishing the casts of Saints John 
Bosco and Dominic Savio at the Don Bosco 
Technical College in Mandaluyong City, he 
was in high spirits because he was about to be 
knighted to the Papal Order of St. Gregory the 
Great, the highest honor a lay person can re- 
ceive from the Vatican. Six days before the 
ceremony, however, he met a car accident, 
suffering internal injuries which led to his 
death on Aug. 11, 1958. He was 70 years old. 

Teaching and living side by side with noted 
UST Саја faculty members such as Galo 
Ocampo and National Artists Victorio Edades, 
Carlos "Botong" Francisco, and Vicente Man- 
ansala, Monti was a class of his own. Yet, the 
Italian sculptor never forgot to show his ap- 
preciation for the country that took him in 
during the lowest point of his career. 

In an interview for the March 1953 issue of 
the Varsitarian, UST's official student publica- 
tion, Monti expressed his gratitude to the 
Philippines: “I do fervently wish that I could 
train one young Filipino artist in the art of 
sculpture to carry on the work I started, I will 
die happy that in my humble way, I could have 
reciprocated the hospitality this beautiful 
country has given me for the last 25 years."

NBI goes high-tech 
THE UNITED States Embassy has formally turned 
over $125,000 or P6.3 million worth of forensic. 
equipment to the National Bureau of Investigation 
(NBI). NBI Anti-Fraud and Computer Crimes Divi- 
sion (AFCCD) executive officer Palmer Mallari 
said among the donated equipment were updated 
software like Gargoyle and Parabens Suite, used 
for the examination of hand-held devices like cell 
phones, SIM cards and personal device agents 
(PDA). Gargoyle, Mallari explained, allows an in- 
Vestigator to scan а hard drive and locate any 
software typically used by hackers and cyber ter- 
rorists. He added that the US Embassy likewise 
gave three Forensic Towers—among the most 
advanced forensic computers—and two Mobile 
Forensic Airlite Laptops. “Тһе laptops will enable 
us to conduct investigations at the crime scene 
without having to bring computers containing ev- 
idence to our laboratory," the NBI executive offi- 
cer said, The AFCCD laboratory now boasts of a 
Hurricane Search 4.0 Professional, which allows 
an investigator to search a suspects computer 
without loading any software into the hard drive.

Invest in land only for use 
as residence or business

THE WIFE OF AN OVERSEAS FILIPINO 
worker whose husband remits to her $300 or 
P15,000 monthly asked if she should invest in 
real estate because the value of land will al- 
ways go up. 

My general comments are: 

ө If you just want to invest in land be- 
cause you believe or are advised it will go up. 
in value, I suggest you think this over very 
carefully. Land, as an investment, is general- 
ly an illiquid investment. It is something you 
cannot sell very quickly if you need cash. 

© The value of land has a good chance of 
going up in the long term but the money you 
can make will depend on when you can sell 
the property. If somebody tells you that your 
property has gone up in value, those are just 
words until you actually find a buyer at the 
price you want. If your neighbor’ lot is sold 
for let's say P200,000, it doesn't mean your 
lot, even if itis the same size will be sold at 
the same price or better. It all depends on 
whether there is а buyer at the time you 
want to sell 

© Unfortunately, many have lost money 
оп real estate because they were forced to 
sell at the wrong time. Many more have lost 
money because the banks foreclosed their 
property. They did not realize that they only 
had money for the down payment and could 
not keep up with the installment payments 
and/or the maintenance of the property. 

* Before you make that investment in real 
estate, ask yourself first if it is suited to your 
needs. Is your purpose in buying this lot to 
build your own home? Or is your purpose 
just to protect your savings and hope that it 


will grow in value in the future? If it is to 
build your own home, then it is a life goal 
and is certainly worthwhile provided your 
income can support the amortization pay- 
ments and all the attendant expenses such as 
real estate taxes, maintenance costs, tc. 

* If however, you are doing this purely to 
grow your money, make sure that the future. 
increase in value will give you returns that 
are at least higher than the average annual 
inflation rate of 7%, given all the risks and 
expenses that go with real estate ownership. 

For example, let's say you bought a 
property worth P500,000 15 years ago with 
Р100,000 down payment and installment 
payments of P4,300/mo (10.596 annual in- 
terest) for 15 years or 180 months. You paid 
a total cash over the 15 years of P874,000 
not including the payment of real estate tax- 
es every year and transfer costs. Let's say the 
property appreciated at an average rate of 
7% per year and you sold it for P1,400,000 
оп the 15th year. You collected P1,316,000 
after paying capital gains tax of 6%. What 
was your gain on this investment over 15 
years? The effective yield (gain) on this 
Vestment is only 4.74% per year. As an in- 
vestment, you would have been better off in- 
vesting in other types of investments such as 
Jong term bond issues of government or pri- 
vate corporations. The average earning rate 
of such securities is about 8.5% per year af- 
ter tax. Moreover, these types of investments 
are very easy to sell if you need cash. 

If you are decided on investing in real 
estate, then you must have a clear idea of 
what you will do with the real estate. I be- 
lieve that real estate should only be pur- 
chased for two general purposes: 
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Princess. 

^(As) a florist in various cruise liners of 
Princess, I was able to build my dream house, 
support my siblings and parents, (and) send my 
nieces and nephews to college,” Guiam said. 

Guiam has been working as a florist in dif- 
ferent Princess ships, his contract expiring ev- 
ery 10 months.

"Whenever I work abroad, I make ita point 
to send money for the construction of our 
house.

The floor 
made of steel matting, was raised about 1.5 
meters from the ground.

house was filled with memories for Guiam 
and his family. 

He recalled how, once, when the family 
was having lunch, the septic tank suddenly 
burst.

Regular job 

Back home, Cabangon found it 
was not just her husband's behav- 
ior that had changed. It turned 
ош that, a few months after she 
left for Kuwait, Oding finally got 
a regular job as personal aide to 
the town’s parish priest Fr 
Manuel Bravo 

Working under Fr Bravo, 
Oding managed to reduce his 
drinking and control his temper. 
The drunken episode on Caban- 
gon's return was apparently be- 
coming a rarity. 

"That time [referring to the 


time when his wife called him 
from the airport], 1 attended a 
party and got drunk so 1 wasn't 
myself. 1 rarely drink nowadays 
and, besides, Rosy was using an- 
other number that time which 1 
didn't know,” he said.

Property for business

Invest in land only for use 
as residence or business

THE WIFE OF AN OVERSEAS FILIPINO 
worker whose husband remits to her $300 or 
P15,000 monthly asked if she should invest in 
real estate because the value of land will al- 
‘ways go up. 

My general comments are: 

If you just want to invest in land be- 
cause you believe or are advised it will go up 
in value, I suggest you think this over very 
carefully. Land, as an investment, is general- 
ly an illiquid investment. It is something you 
cannot sell very quickly if you need cash. 

ө The value of land has a good chance of 
going up in the long term but the money you 
can make will depend on when you can sell 
the property. If somebody tells you that your 
property has gone up in value, those are just 
words until you actually find a buyer at the 
price you want. If your neighbor's lot is sold 
for lei's say P200,000, it doesn't mean your 
lot, even if itis the same size will be sold at 
the same price or better. It all depends on 
whether there is a buyer at the time you 
want to sell 

© Unfortunately, many have lost money 
оп real estate because they were forced to 
sell at the wrong time. Many more have lost 
money because the banks foreclosed their 
property, They did not realize that they only 
had money for the down payment and could 
not keep up with the installment payments 
and/or the maintenance of the property. 

© Before you make that investment in real 
estate, ask yourself first if it is suited to your 
needs. Is your purpose in buying this lot to 
build your own home? Or is your purpose 
just to protect your savings and hope that іс 


will grow in value in the future? If it is to 
build your own home, then it is a life goal 
and is certainly worthwhile provided your 
income can support the amortization pay- 
ments and all the attendant expenses such as 
real estate taxes, maintenance costs, etc. 

* If however, you are doing this purely to 
grow your money, make sure that the future 
increase in value will give you returns that 
are at least higher than the average annual 
inflation rate of 7%, given all the risks and 
expenses that go with real estate ownership. 

е For example, lers say you bought a 
property worth P500,000 15 years ago with 
P100,000 down payment and installment 
payments of P4,300/mo (10.596 annual in- 
terest) for 15 years or 180 months, You paid 
a total cash over the 15 years of P874,000 
not including the payment of real estate tax- 
es every year and transfer costs, Let's say the 
property appreciated at an average rate of 
7% per year and you sold it for P1,400,000 
оп the 15th year. You collected P1,316,000 
after paying capital gains tax of 6%. What 
маз your gain on this investment over 15 
years? The effective yield (gain) on this in- 
vestment is only 4.74% per year. As an in- 
vestment, you would have been better off in- 
vesting in other types of investments such as 
long term bond issues of government or pri- 
vate corporations. The average earning rate 
of such securities is about 8.5% per year af- 
ter tax. Moreover, these types of investments 
are very easy to sell if you need cash. 

• If you are decided on investing in real 
estate, then you must have a clear idea of 
what you will do with the real estate. 1 be- 
lieve that real estate should only be pur- 
chased for two general purposes: 

INvEST/A20

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India: Peace with Pakistan threatened by blasts 


MUMBAI—INDIAN PRIME MINISTER 
Manmohan Singh wared Friday the 
peace process with Pakistan could be 
harmed by the Mumbai train bombings 
and alleged the attackers had support 
“from across the border.” 

The premier, on his first visit to Mum- 
bai since the blasts that killed 179 and in- 
jured nearly 800, warned the peace pro- 
cess would struggle to advance unless 
Pakistan cracked down on militants op- 
erating from its soil. 


"The terrorists (responsible for the 
blasts) were supported by elements 
across the border without which they can- 
not hit with such an effect," Singh said. 

“ explained to the government of Pak- 
istan ... that if such acts of terrorism are 
not controlled, it is exceedingly difficult 
for any government to carry forward 
what may be called the normalization of 
relations and the peace process," he said. 

Pakistan immediately denied Singh's 
claims. 


"These allegations are unsubstantiat- 
ed, we have already rejected them,” for- 
eign office spokesperson Tasnim Aslam 
told AFP. 

But the spokesperson said the peace 
process was a "separate matter," noting: 
"It is in the interest of both Pakistan and 
India and the region, that is why we be- 
lieve that the peace process must be con- 
tinued and carried forward.” 

Senior police in Mumbai say Tuesday's 
rush-hour bombings bear the hallmarks 


of Lashkar-e-Taiba, a pro-Pakistan Is- 
lamist group based in divided Kashmir 
that has been blamed for previous at- 
tacks in India. 

India and Pakistan in 2004 embarked on 
a peace process in the near six-decade dis- 
pute over Kashmir, the subject of two of the 
three wars fought by the muclear-armed ri- 
vals since independence from Britain. 

Efforts to resolve the dispute over the 
Himalayan region—which both coun-

2 California fires merge into a single blaze 


LOS ANGELES—TWO VAST 
fires east of Los Angeles merged 
late Friday after scorching tens of 
thousands of hectares and de- 
stroying hundreds of buildings 
near the famed Joshua Tree Na- 
tional Park. 

Thousands of firefighters 
fought the blaze that swept 
through mountain scrub east of 
Los Angeles for a fifth day, threat- 
ening some 3,000 new buildings 
after engulfing 45 homes and 118 
other buildings in an area made 
famous in Western films. 

The California Department of 
Forestry and Fire Protection said 
two civilians and nine firefighters 
had suffered minor injuries and 
that mandatory evacuations re- 
mained in effect for part of San. 
Bernardino County. 

"The two fires are together 
since (Friday) afternoon," fire- 
fighter spokesperson Kristel 
Johnson told АЕР 

‘The two fires met in the heart of 
the San Bernardino National Park, 
where hectares of dry wood weak-

UN Council edges closer to vote on N. Korea 


UNITED NATIONS—THE SECURITY 
Council late Friday narrowed differences 
over mandatory UN sanctions against 
North Korea for its missile tests, with only 
onesticking point standing in the way ofa 
vote expected Saturday, diplomats said. 
French Ambassador Jean-Marc de La 
Sabliere, the council president for July, 
told reporters after closed-door consulta- 


tions that the 15-member body would re- 
sume consultations on a revised draft res- 
olution at 3 p.m.

US public, private schools comparable in performance 


WASHINGTON—THE FEDERAL EDU- 
cation Department reported Friday that, 
їп reading and math, children attending 
public schools generally do as well as or 
better than comparable children in pri- 
vate schools. The exception was in 
eighth-grade reading, where the private. 
school children did better. 

The report, which compared fourth- 
and eighth-grade reading and math 


scores from nearly 7,000 public schools 
and over 530 private schools in 2003, al- 
so found that conservative Christian 
schools lagged significantly behind pub- 
lic schools when it came to eighth-grade 
math. 

The study, carrying the imprimatur of 
the National Center for Education Statis- 
tics, part of the education department, 
was contracted to the Educational Test- 


ing Service and delivered to the depart- 
ment last year. 

Tc went through a lengthy peer review 
and includes an extended section of 
caveats about its limitations and calling 
such a comparison of public and private 
schools “of modest utility” 

Its release, on a summer Friday, was 
made without a news conference or 
comment from Education Secretary 


Margaret Spellings. 

Reg Weaver, president of the National 
Education Association, the union for mil- 
lions of teachers, said the findings 
showed that public schools were "doing 
an outstanding job" and that if the re- 
sults had been favorable to private 
schools, “there would have been press 
conferences and glowing statements 
about private schools.”

Ignorance breeds children among Kenya teens

NAIROBI—MARGARET — WAIGUMO 
cuddles her baby in a squalid house in 
the teeming “Soweto” slum east of 
Nairobi, joining the growing number of 
teen parents in Kenya, victims of taboos 
that inhibit sex education. 

Waigumo, 18, became pregnant two 
years ago after being forced into prosti- 
tution to help her family after they were 
evicted from their hovel for non-pay- 
ment of the 500-Кепуап shilling ($6.80) 
‘monthly rent. 

"Some of my friends advised me that 
instead of lying in poverty, you can get 
some money through commercial sex," 
she recalls, twitching her fingers as she 
recounted her tale. 

She had never had sex before, never 
received any information about contra- 


ception, and would end up selling her 
body to men in a local pub for 500 
shillings if they used a condom, double 
that without protection. 

"| didn’t know that contraceptives ог 
family planning existed," she said. "I 
didn't know that I could get pregnant." 
Many teenage pregnancies іп 
Kenya—where 55 percent of the 33 mil- 
lion people are under 19, according to a 
2003 study—are blamed on lack of in- 
formation about sex and traditions that 
frown on discussing it with children. 

According to that study, more than 25 
percent of Kenyan girls between 15 and 
19 are either pregnant or mothers. 
Eighty-five percent of 15- to 19-year- 
olds and 72 percent of those between 20 
and 24 do not use contraceptives. 

In addition, 70 percent of all adoles- 
cents engage in unprotected sex. About 


12 million Kenyans are HIV positive 
and some 1.5 million people have died 
of HIV/AIDS since 1984, it says. 

“The veil of silence on sexual issues 
has to be removed,” said Lucy Kang'ara, 
a lecturer at Kenya's Egerton University. 
"Its a taboo in African society to talk 
about sex. It is always hidden in a lot of 
secrecy in Kenya.” 

The situation is more dramatic in 
slums due to lack of access to media and 
other sources of information, and par- 
ents never discuss sexual issues openly 
with their children. 

“There is a distance between my 
mother and me,” says Waigumo. "Im 
angry against everything, against edu- 
cators, family and circumstances which 
forced me" into prostitution, she adds. 

Yvonne Wairomu, a 16-year-old 
phan who lives with her cousin in Sowe-

to, has been engaging in unprotected 
sex since she was 14 and uses no contra- 
ceptives. 

“Му cousin is selling illegal brew but 
the business is not good," she says. "To 
get money, sometimes 1 go to wash 
clothes, sometimes I go for commercial 
sex. 1 don't have access to any contra- 
ceptives or anything. 

“The only thing I can prevent myselfis 
pregnancy, using the safe days," Wairo- 
musays. 

‘An orphan, she had no parents to edu- 
cate her but other youth here say their 
mothers and fathers are reluctant if not to- 
tally opposed to discussing the facts of life. 

“Our parents are not in a position to 
say something,” said Soweto teen 
Michael Wanjoh. “They normally think 
i's not the right time and I've never 
found a parentto talk to."

BEIRUT—ISRAEL KEPT UP ITS 
blistering offensive against 
Lebanon Saturday after Hezbol- 
lah leader Hassan Nasrallah de- 
fiantly declared open war in a 
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conflict that appears to be spi- 
raling dangerously out of con- 
trol despite international calls 


for restraint. 

Combat jets bombarded Lebanon in a series 
of dawn raids, slamming missiles into bridges 
and petrol stations and killing four people on 
the fourth day of fighting that has so far claimed 
the lives of around 90 people on both sides. 

Emerging unscathed after Israeli air strikes 
late Friday on his home and office in Hezbol- 
lah's southern suburbs, Nasrallah warned: “You 
wanted an open war, you will get an open wat.” 

And in a dramatic new development, Nas- 
rallah boasted that Hezbollah struck an Israeli 
warship patrolling off the coast of Lebanon, 
telling his supporters to “watch it burning.” 

Israel said four Israeli servicemen were 
missing after the attack on the vessel, which 
reports said was hit either by a rocket or an 
explosives-laden drone. Another civilian ship, 
believed to be Egyptian, was also hit and set 
ablaze, Israel said. 

While the international community has is- 
sued urgent appeals for restraint, world powers 
appear divided over how to deal with the con- 
flict, which erupted after Hezbollah guerrillas 
seized two Israeli soldiers in an attack on the 
volatile Lebanon-lsraeli border on Wednesday. 

The attack opened up a new battleground 
in the Middle East following the massive Is- 
raeli onslaught against Gaza launched after 
the capture of another soldier by Palestinian 
militants three weeks ago. 

Israel is under fire from some members of 
the UN Security Council for using "dispropor- 
tionate force" against Lebanon and Gaza. 

But at an emergency Council debate on the 
crisis on Friday, the the United States stood 
alone in refusing to even caution restraint 
from Israel, instead laying the blame firmly at 
the feet of Iran and Syria, which both back 
Hezbollah and the Palestinian Islamist move- 
ment Hamas. 

Lebanon is virtually cut off from the outside 
world after Israel imposed an air and sea block- 
ade, launched repeated strikes on the country’s 
only international airport and bombed the main 
highway to neighboring Syria. 

And in a sign that there would be no early 
easing of the crisis, Israel army chief Dan Ha- 
lutz warned his forces would continue to 
strike Hezbollah and other infrastructure tar- 
getsin Lebanon. AFP 


As crisis strikes, 
Lebanese gov't 
disappears

BEIRUT—AS THE GOVERNMENT OF PRIME 
Minister Fouad Siniora faced the country’s 
most significant crisis in a decade, its officials 
disappeared from public view. 

As the country underwent the third day of 
Israeli bombardment on Friday, the Cabinet re- 
mained behind closed doors, reportedly brain- 
storming ideas for a solution. Officials and 
ministers who normally sought out the press 
suddenly switched off their cell phones or had 
assistants screening calls. There were no visits 
to bombed-out buildings, no photo opportuni- 
ties at the hospital with the injured, and no 
fiery speeches in defense of the country. 

"The government is obviously incapable of 
taking the lead—Hezbollah long ago did 
that," said Lamis Karaoui, 27, a lecturer at a 
private university in Beirut. Hezbollah, she 
said, now “makes decisions of war and peace, 
and acts as ifit was the government.” 

Siniora became prime minister last July, 
seeking to build legitimacy for the govern- 
ment and foster independence from Syria, 
which had occupied Lebanon for 29 years un- 
til it was forced to withdraw last year. The 
prime minister promised to settle growing 
sectarian squabbles, restart Lebanon's falter- 
ing economy and reduce Hezbollah’s firepow- 
er while supporting its right to resist. 

"Hezbollah wants to play on the old rules and. 
the government wants to play by new rules, but 
it doesn’t want to actually change them,” said 
Hazem al-Amin, a columnist with the pan-Arab 
daily newspaper Al Hayat. “If they ask the 
Americans to do something about Israel, the 
Americans will ask them what they can offer in 
return. And in fact they can't offer anything,” 

The government, caught between the in- 
ternational community, which has demanded 
that it disarm Hezbollah, and the militant Shi- 
ite party, which has sought to undermine the 
government's authority, has been reduced to 
taking no stand and promising little action. 

“We are trying to secure a comprehensive 
ceasefire and end the blockade—this is our 
priority now," Siniora said in a terse state- 
ment to reporters on Friday evening, before 
slipping back behind closed doors. NYT

Team mechanics failed to re- 
place the battery of his Dallara 304 after the 
qualifying run and it conked out after the 
warm-up lap for Round 6, leaving his crew 
no recourse but to push him back to the pit.

Manny Pacquiao may be the current 
sensation of local boxing—and the cur- 
rent flavor of the world—but Suico will 
be trying to pocket something the “Pac- 
man” doesn’t currently hold—a world 
title. 

Pacquiao's international super feath- 
erweight title is a token belt reserved. 
for boxers not in the top 10 of their 
weightdivisions. 

‘And despite the odds stacked against 
the Cebu-based Suico, preparations are 
already being made for a red carpet 
treatment should he emerge tri- 
umphant. 

Apart from a victory parade, Man- 
daue City Mayor Thadeo Ouano has al- 
so pledged a big cash incentive for the 
dynamite-fisted Suico should he suc- 
cessfully become a world champion to- 
day. 

The Oscar De la Hoya-promoted- 
card, which will be aired simulcast over. 
Solar Sports and RPN-9 starting at 10 
a.m. today, will serve as the chief sup- 
portto the Shane Mosley-Fernando Var- 
gas rematch. 

At yesterday's weigh-in, both Suico 
and Diaz came in at 135 Ibs and both 
made the limit right at their first try. 

Suico was given the nickname 
“Komong Bato,” which in the Visayan

Landis keeps yellow jersey 


CARCASSONNE, FRANCE—IF LANCE ARMSTRONG DROPS IN 
on the Tour de France as expected next week, he'll have some- 


thing to celebrate. 


His Discovery Channel squad, struggling at its 
Bist Tour without the seven-time champion, had 
its first stage winner on Friday in young Ukraini- 
іп Yaroslav Popovych. US rider Floyd Landis 
kept the overall lead. 

"The now-retired Armstrong, a part owner of 
the Discovery squad, is expected at the race 
Tuesday or Wednesday, said team spokesman PJ 
Rabice. Given the struggles they ve faced, his ex- 
teammates could probably do with his advice 
and help. 

Discovery came to the Tour with several riders 
touted as possible contenders to pick up where 
Armstrong left off. George Hincapie, who rode 
‘with the Armstrong on all seven of his wins, got 
the team off to а quick start by placing second in. 
the opening short time trial and by taking the 
overall race lead the next day. 

But it was all downhill from there. Discovery 
flanked the first big test of the Tour, failing to 
place any riders in the top 15 in the first long 
time trial last weekend. And hopes of a rebound 
seemed all but dashed when Hincapie and other 
Discovery riders melted on the hardest day inthe 
Pyrenees on Thursday. 

What a difference a day makes. 

Popovych's stylish win Friday—he rode alone 
16 the finish in the medieval walled city of Car- 
nssonne—could not have come at abetter time, 
Specially since Discovery had just lost two riders 
who dropped out of the Tour with injuries earlier 
inthe day. 

"Emergency! We were just desperate,” said 
Discovery's 40-year-old veteran Russian rider, Vi- 
atceslav Ekimov. 

Stage 12 took the Tour out of the Pyrenees. 
The sun was scorching, the terrain still tricky, 
with one moderately hard climb early on and 
other hills after that. Several groups of riders, 
looking to triumph on the French national holi- 
day of Bastille Day, tried to ride off ahead of the 
inain pack of riders, only to be reeled back in. 

But Popovych and three other riders from ri- 
val teams succeeded where the others failed. As 


Carcassonne approached, with their lead over 
the main pack at more than four minutes, it be- 
came clear that one of them would be emerge as 
the winner. 

Popovych made certain it would be him by 
shaking off his fellow riders with repeated bursts 
of speed on the city’s outskirts. He sped over the 
last mile and a quarter alone and, as he crossed 
the line, repeatedly made the sign ofthe eross on 
his chest. 

Only that moming, Discovery's sawy race 
‘manager, Johan Bruyneel, had sought to rally his 
riders. Even though the overall Tour title looks 
ош of reach for Discovery, there are still stages 
left to win before the finish in Paris on July 23. 

“This morning, coming out of the bus, Johan 
told me, Right, you need to go and win a stage’ 
Now, that's done,” Popovych said. “We're going 
to use our imagination to do some beautiful 
things in the stages that are left" 

‘The 26-year-old, who won the white jersey 
awarded to the Tours best young rider last year, 
had started the day in 23rd place, 9 minutes be- 
hind Landis. 

He moved up to 10th place, 4:15 behind Lan- 
dis, a far smaller deficit that revives his chances 
ofa high placing in Paris—if he rides better in the 
Alps next week than he did in the Pyrenees. 

Popovych, the second Ukrainian to win a 
stage this year, covered the 211.5 kilometers 
(131 miles) in 4 hours, 34 minutes and 58 sec- 
onds—for an average speed of just over 46 kph 
(28 mph), remarkably quick given the hills and 
the heat. 

He finished 27 seconds ahead of Italian 
Alessandro Ballan, 29 seconds ahead of Spaniard 
Oscar Freire and 35 ahead of Christophe Le Mev- 
el—his three companions in the escape. 

Landis and contenders right behind him in the 
overall standings finished in а group together, 
4:25 back.

Italian soccer crashes hard 
after hitting World Cup high 


ROME—AFTER THE HIGH OF WORLD CUP 
victory, Italian soccer has fallen hard—with 
four top clubs, including powerhouse Juven- 
tus, and top officials and referees sanctioned 
for match-fixing. 

‘An Italian sports tribunal demoted Juventus 
to the second division for the first time in йз his- 
tory and stripped it ofits last two Serie A titles on 
Friday 

Lazio and Florentina also were demoted to 
the Serie B, while AC Milan was spared relega- 
tion but penalized 15 points and will not com- 
pete in Europe this season. 

Of the 26 officials or referees accused in the 
scandal, 19 received sentences ranging from the 
maximum five-year ban to a warning; five were 
acquitted; and two were banned for Ше without 
prosecution because they resigned before being 


charged. 

The sentences handed down five days after 
Italy won its fourth World Cup title—can be ap- 
pealed within five days toa higher sports court. 

Hundreds of fans for Lazio, the capitals other 
team along with AS Roma, gathered outside a 
Rome hotel where judges read the verdicts in 
kaly’s biggest sports trial, defending their clubs 
virtue.

PARIS—THE FAIRY TALE OF ZINEDINE 
Zidane vanished in an instant of visceral 
rage at the World Cup final. But what 
followed has proved strangely more 
compelling—more human, more pro- 
found, more universal. 

His now-legendary head-butt—reacting 
to repeated insults—fascinated viewers 
around the world, competed with war 
zones for global headlines, and obsessed 
philosophers and sports fans alike. 

‘And it has elevated "Zizou" into an un- 
likely hero—unrepentant and flawed, with 
an old-fashioned macho morality that has 
both captivated and appalled millions in the 
new millennium. 

“Above all Im human," he said on 
French television Wednesday night, after 
three long days of silence following the bru- 
tal move that marked the end of his stellar, 
18-year career 

The surreal week started Sunday night, 
inthe 110th minute ofa riveting World Cup 
final, with France and Italy tied 1-1 in extra 
time. Italian defender Marco Materazzi 
grabbed Zidanes jersey as a French attack 
‘on goal passed harmlessly by. The two ex- 
changed words. Seconds later, Zidane spun, 
lowered his head and rammed Materazzi's 
chest, knocking him to the ground. 

The next few days were a frenzy of 
worldwide condemnation and speculation: 
What, people around the world asked, 
made Zidane crack? The head-butt over- 
shadowed the result of the Cup—ttaly won 
5.3 in a penalty shootout—and threatened 
to mar soccer's biggest spectacle, 


Suicide of a demi-god 

Even before Zidane spoke out, the iconic 
French philosopher BemardHenri Levy 
‘wrote in the the French press of the “sui 
cide” of a “demi-god,” calling Zidane a “su- 
per-Achilles" who was humanized by a 
head-bu instead of a vulnerable heel. 

Many questioned how a player such as 
Materrazzi—widely known as a ruffian on 
the field—could dare interfere with the 
workings ofa genius. 

In а New Republic commentary entitled 
“Zidanes Priceless Headbutt,” Ішке 
Dempsey indignantly observed that the Ital 
dan "had the temerity to speak words to Zi- 
dane—who dares speak to Debussy as he 
composes, to Victor Hugo as he writes, to 
Edith Piaf as she sings, to Monet as he 
paints?" 

‘And the incident immediately became 
the stuff of pop culture legend — generating 
Internet jokes, an online game where users 
mow down a field of Materazzis, and fierce, 
parodic pop jingles about head-butting 

On Wednesday, when the fallen icon 
spoke out at last in successive interviews 
on French television, with an olive-green 
military-style jacket draped over his shoul- 
ders—many around the world seemed to be 
looking for any excuse to forgive.

MJ goes best with a 
steaming plate of pancit 
guisado (stir-fried noo- 
dles), a hot pot of chick- 
en soup or a cup of native 
chocolate? 

When you are in this central 
Pangasinan town, look for the 
Calasiao puto—that cup-shaped, 
bite-sized, soft rice cakes that al- 
most melt in the mouth. 

Calasiao's puto, described as 
the town's "white gold,” has put 
this town in the country’s culi- 
nary maps. 

Several villages are involved 
in puto-making but Barangay Di- 
nalaoan is considered the epi- 
center of production. At least 80 
percent of households there are 
puto makers but no resident can 
recall anymore who started this 
traditional home industry. 

Day and night, residents there. 
churn out thousands of puto that. 
would later find their way into 
breakfast and snack plates in the 
Ilocos and other areas. 

Puto makers here will readily 
share their recipe to anyone in- 
terested, but no other town has 
copied the taste and consistency 
of the Calasiao puto, which selis 
for Р45 a kilogram (about 80 
pieces). 


They say there is no secret in 
the production of the Calasiao 
puto but one maker says the old 
earthen jars where the semi- 
glutinous rice is fermented 
could be behind the taste and 
consistency of their product. No 
chemical additive is used in the 
fermentation process. 

Puto makers say the industry 
has remained a family business 
in which the product is given a 
“personal touch.” 

From 2002 to 2003, the 
provincial government, 
through its livelihood program, 
assisted the puto makers by or- 
ganizing them into a coopera- 
tive. 

Gov. Victor Agbayani says a 
total of P2.3 million was loaned 
‘out to the cooperative. The

The local government of 
Calasiao built stalls in front of the 
town plaza where puto and other 
native delicacies like bucayo 
(Sweetened coconut nuggets), 
suman (steamed sticky rice 
wrapped in banana leaves) and 
kutsinta (rice maker) are sold. 
The stalls are open 24/7 to cater 
to residents and tourists who 
would crave for the delicacy. 

In December 2002, Mayor Roy 
Macanlalay and the local govern- 
ment staged a puto festival to 
market the town's product.

He didn't make it to Everest. . ,

Y AGUIO CITY—LEVI 

4 Nayahangan, а 
HD member of the First 
Philippine Mount Everest 
Expedition (FPMEE) may 
not have been chosen to 
reach the summit of Mt. 
Everest this year, but he 
saw a good opportunity to 
have his line of moun- 
taineering apparel reach 
the top of the world. 

One may see much bigger 
brands of mountaineering appar- 
el (REI, North Face, Levi's, Tim- 
berland, Gap, Columbia, Patago- 
nia, Nike and Adidas, among oth- 
er) sponsoring climbers but 
there is also a chance that a Sher- 
pa or a porter in a climb in the Hi- 
malayas may jut be wearing a 
“Lagalag.” 

This kanto (street corner) 
word, which means “wandering” 
or “wanderer,” was made famous 
by the 1994 film, “Lagalag: The 
Eddie Fernandez Story" starring 
Rudy Fernandez as the matinee 
idol turned jailbird. 


But it was the name that stuck 
to Nayahangan’s mind when he 
resigned from his high-paying job 
in a Korean trading company to 
start his own business. 

"Lagalag refers to the mem- 
bers of my generation who may 
be highly educated but have a 
wanderlust and great hunger for 
adventure,” the 33-year-old Uni- 
versity of the Philippines business 
administration graduate says. 

Nayahangan may have official- 
ly climbed his first mountain 
when he was in high school in Ifu- 
gao, but as he says, “When you 
are born and raised in the 
Cordillera, you are climbing 
mountains all your life.” 

He joined the UP Mountaineers 
and is one of five UPM members 
in the Mt. Everest expedition. He 
is also one of two Cordillerans. 
Val Ramos of Bauko, Mountain 
Province, was injured in a taek- 
wondo match and had to beg off 
from the Mt. Everest climb. 

With “Lagalag,” Nayahangan 
started his backyard industry in 
Rizal, designing and making 
pants, shorts, shirts and accessory 
bags using the same technology 
that the much bigger brands em- 
ploy but at a much lower price. 

His pants, for example, sell for

Nayahangan provided the 16 
members who went to Nepal with 
their apparel for free. 

“What we wore there, we later 
have to give them away to our 
Sherpas (mountain guides) to 
free our load so they are the first 
to wear them there,” he says. 

Nayahangan says he expects 
sales to grow steadily with con- 
tinued exposure. 

"Lagalag" is designed also for 
tropical use and is popular as ca- 
sual clothing. They аге 
lightweight, durable and with 
great ventilation, and moisture- 
wicking qualities, he says. 

“I use synthetic fabrics be- 
cause, unlike cotton, they don't 
absorb moisture which may cause 
hypothermia while you are up 
there," he says. 

Nayahangan markets his ap- 


рагі to sportswear stores in 
Shopping malls. He has seven 
employees in his backyard facto- 
ryin Rizal. 

He can have a modest life on 
his earnings, he says, but money 
isnot the point of it all 

He had worked for environ- 
mental nongovernment organi-

Chouinard, 
however, is also a mountaineer, 
surfer and fisher as well as an 
environmentalist who started 
the recycling of soda bottles as 
fabric. 


Patagonia's biggest project is 
the Vote for Environment 
launched in 2004 in the Untied 
States, which called for environ- 
ment-minded residents to vote 
for pro-environment candidates 
and issues.

In May, Nayahangan was the 
FPMEE's official photographer as 
well as the motivational speaker, 
which is his part-time job back 
home.

Nayahangan and the other 
members will, of course, be don- 
ning “Lagalag” on the top of the 
world.

out of every five stores on the 
street. 

Why is the Filipino business 
psyche attuned to it franchising, 
standing out among even the tra- 
ditionally more entrepreneurial 
minds in the region like the Chi- 
nese or the Indians? 

The franchising business in- 
volves the “selling” or “renting 
out" of a business’ concept and 
brand to a third-party which 
will then operate the retail out- 
let in accordance with guide- 
lines set by the original own- 
ers. 

The franchisees’ risks are re- 
duced by riding on an established 
brand or product, while the fran- 
chisors’ revenues are multiplied 
through the royalties paid to 
them. 

In actual practice, the size 
spectrum of franchise businesses 
varies greatly from large restau- 
rants and fast food chains like Mc- 
Donald's and Jollibee to small 
carts situated in shopping malls 
or street corners. 

The PFA—the umbrella organi- 
zation of the country’s franchisors 
and franchisees—says this is evi- 


dence of the potential of the busi- 
ness model, whether the busi- 
nessman holds a franchise from a 
food chain, a fashion establish- 
ment, or a service business like a 
spa ora dry cleaning and laundry 
business 

"The challenge for the PRA is 
how to help its members keep up 
with global and local challenges 
amid growing intense competi- 
tion,” said PFA chair Alegria Bing 
S. Limjoco. 

PFA is now urging prospective 
entrants into the franchising 
scene to consider sectors other 
than the food business—the tra- 
ditional bread and butter of fran- 
chisers before the concept be- 
came hip. 

“This area is already saturat- 
ed,” Lim said. “It has become 
mature.” 

He said the next hot business to 
be in—as far as franchisors and 
franchisees are concerned —is the 
service industry, especially busi- 
nesses which leverage Filipinos’ 
well-known warmth and hospi- 
tality. 

Lim is particularly excited 
about the spa and health mainte- 
nance business which is now a 
$25-billion global industry. 


“This is big business, and Fil- 
ipinos can even use their 
strengths in ‘hilot’ (traditional 
Filipino therapeutic massage) in 
the franchising business,” he 
said. 

Lim also noted that opportuni- 
ties exist for small and successful 
franchises to bring their success 
toa higher level, 

"The key word that мете 
stressing is "nationwide," he said, 
urging businesses to think big. 
"you have to be able to grow na- 
tionwide. If you can bridge that, 
there's no reason why you can't 
go international.” 

All these developments howev- 
er have attracted parties with 
Jess-than-noble intentions. 

Of late, the franchising indus- 
try has seen the proliferation of 
businesses offering “free franchis- 
ез” to would-be investors willing 
to part with at least Р10,000 as 
their “reservation fee.” 

Lim says that aspiring en- 
trepreneurs should be wary of 
these “get-rich-quick” schemes 
(he refused to call them "scams" 
just yen. 

In several cases, Lim said the 
PFA has received reports of in- 
vestors losing their hard-earned

reservation fees because the 
franchisor decides against 
awarding the "free fran- 
chise"—invariably for its own 
reasons stipulated in fine 
print—and forfeiting the іп- 
vestor's money. 

“We have received a lot of 
complaints from people recently 
about these activities,” he said. 

The PFA chair emeritus 
lamented that many victims of 
this scheme are those who can il 
afford to fight a long drawn out 
legal battle, mainly because their 
only disposable resources are 
those which they already invest- 
ed, and lost, in the “business 
proposition.” 

"They can't even afford а 
lawyer,” he said, adding, "There 
are some people getting rich 
from a lot of P10,000 invest- 
ments."

САСРА was organized as part of an overall 
plan to strengthen the Philippine Institute оѓ 
Certified Public Accountants (РІСРА) which 
жаз founded in 1923. In 1972, as prepara- 
tions were being made for the observance of 
the 50th Anniversary or Golden Jubilee of the 
accounting profession on the following year 
(1973), a Commission in Integration was cre- 
ated by the Presidential Proclamation. Said 
Commission of the board of Accountancy, was 
charged with the responsibility of mapping 
out the plans for the celebration. 

The Commission realized that after more 
than four decades of existence, PICPA had in 
its rolls barely 2096 of its potential member- 
ship. The Commission then decide to orga- 
nize sectoral associations which would be 


more effective in drawing CPAs into member-

ship. It was widely recognized that by then, 
CPAs has drifted from the field of public ac- 
counting as originally conceived in the ac- 
countancy law creating the title "Certified 
Public Accountants" into allied fields namely: 
Private or management accounting educa- 
tion, CPAs in these other fields were generally 
reluctant to join PICPA which was identified 
as open for CPAs in public service. 
Consequently, it was agreed to form CPA as- 
sociations for those engaged in the major areas 
of accounting practice. The formation of AC- 
PAPP for CPAs in Public practice was deferred 
since PICPA could still serve the purpose. 
GACPA was then registered with the SEC 
by eleven Certified Public Accountants 
(CPAs) from various government agencies 


who initially comprised the Association's 


Board of Directors. Soon after the number 
of members of the board of Directors was 
increased from 11 to 15. These incorpora- 
tors formed the first board of Directors and 
elected among themselves the charter Offi- 
cer, viz: Cecilio L. Dizon, COA, President;

The National Office is under the manage- 
ment of officers elected by the members of the 
Board themselves; headed by the President, 
the Executive Vice President, the Vice-Presi- 
dent for Public Practice, Vice-President for 
Commerce and Industry, Vice-President for 
Education/ Academe, Vice-President for Gov- 
ernment (these positions took over the posi- 
tion of Vice-President for Professional Devel- 
‘opment, because of the emphasis on the four 
sectors of the profession.), the Secretary, the 
‘Treasurer. Annually, the membership votes for 
the 25 members of the Board, 21 from the 
nine regions (including the rotating director, 
who is given the function to support the re- 
gion and the sector from which the national 
president covers), 4 from the four sectors. It 
should be noted that under the present struc- 
ture, the national directors from the regions 
likewise support the four sectors of the pro- 


fession thereby giving equal representation to 


the National Board by region and by sector.

HILE TRAVELING BY TRAIN ALL 
WA ss gei rone among 

continentals, it has yet to catch on 
with tourists, with the notable exceptions of 
the Japanese, Koreans and Americans. 

Yet traveling by train is one of the cheapest, 
fastest and most convenient ways to experi- 
ence the sights, sounds and flavors of the Old 
World, said Xavier Theret, sales director of 
RailEurope. 

For one, you don't have to travel several 
miles from downtown to get to an airport, 25 
most train stations in Europe are located in the 
middle of the city. 

You also don't have to spend precious min- 
utes checking in since most train companies 
(except EuroStar) have done away with such a 
time-consuming procedure. 


“If you regularly watch European films,” the => | 


Frenchman added, “you would find many W. 
films where important scenes take place in a 
train. If you ask your European friends, most 
of them probably have a story to tell you about 
something that happened to them ina train.” 
Americans were among the first foreign 
tourists to discover the joys of traveling by 
train across Europe. That was back in the 
19605, said Theret. 
“First-time travelers to Europe usually trav- 
el in groups," he observed. "Their trips are 
usually limited to big cities. When they come 
back, however, they usually limit their travel 
toa specific destination or two, either individ- 
ually or in pairs.” 
Theret recently visited a number of South- 
east Asian counties, including the Philip- 
pines, where RailEurope conducts business.

to the more expensive and comprehensive 
continent-wide pass—to Europe's overseas 
market. So what's the best deal to go for? 


Time, budget, interests 

It really depends on how much time and 
budget you have, not to mention your inter- 
ests. One of RailEurope's most popular passes, 
for instance, costs $300 per person and allows 
you to go to as many as 18 countries within a 
period of two months. 

You can also avail yourself of a national 
pass, which allows you to travel extensively in. 
a specific country. This particular pass is popu- 
lar among families, couples and senior citi- 
zens. Students on vacation have generally 
more time in their hands and, thus, go for Eu- 
rope-wide passes. 

"Passes cost from as low as $120 to as high 
as $500,” said Theret. "It all depends on how 
long and where you want to travel. Of course, 
the more countries you travel to, the more ex- 
pensive the pass." 

Since the company itself doesn't own or op- 
erate trains, it can't assure its customers of an 
even quality of ride as they change trains from 
one country to the next. Although most of Eu- 
rope is now technically borderless (thanks to 
EU expansion), trains and their corresponding 
railway systems are still managed by individu- 
al countries. 

Nonetheless, the quality of train travel has 
greatly improved, as countries, including 
those in Eastern Europe such as Poland, are 
working on improving their respective sys- 
tems. When it comes to the number and quali- 
ty of high-speed trains that run not lower than 
300 kph, France still leads the rest of the conti- 
nent, said Theret. 

"What RailEurope does is provide the public 
a quick, convenient and near-universal access 
to trains that run through Europe (including 
Scandinavia, Greece, Turkey and countries 
that make up the former Yugoslavia), with the 
exception of those in the Baltie region and for- 
mer Soviet republics, including Russia 

"Since traveling by train to Europe is quite 
new among Filipinos, 1 have yet to find out 
what destinations appeal to them," said 
Theret. "I have been told, however, that 
France, particularly Lourdes, Italy and 
Switzerland, are popular among Filipinos.” 

In Singapore where shopping is a big pas- 
sion among working women (as if it weren't 
elsewhere), the company's general sales agent 
(GSA) in the city state recently came up with a 
"shopping tour” 

Food is also becoming a big come-on among 
Asians. The Japanese, in particular, are fond of 
fine wines, Of course, historic sites and the arts 
also attract a fair share of devotees. 

Because of the global popularity of “The Da 
Vinci Code,” a considerable number of tourists 
are now going to Paris and London to retrace 
the main characters’ steps, said Theret. 

Such is the power of mass media that it 
‘won't come as a surprise if any of RailEurope's 
enterprising representatives abroad build a 
tour around it.

Leading the blind 

According to him, “Working for the blind 
was like God's call to Abraham.” He received 
the call in 1969, the year the Ephpheta Foun- 
dation was established. 

With no background or experience in work- 
ing with the blind, he became involved in so- 
cial outreach and livelihood projects for their 
benefit. First, the School for the Deaf and the 
Blind in Pasay City asked Fr. Jess for help іп 
looking for shelter for their blind students, а 
number of whom were homeless and 
under bridges. Next, he became involved in 
gathering blind beggars in Project 4, QC, and 
training them in livelihood projects. 

later that year, Fr. Jess and the 
people he worked with decided to 
create an organization dedicated. 
to serving the blind. They named 
the foundation "Ephpheta," after | 
the word Jesus used to heal the | 
deaf and blind in the Bible. 

The  Ephpheta Foundation 
strives to integrate. the blind into 
mainstream society The organization 
locates blind persons in a community and "re- 
habilitares" them through livelihood pro- 
grams. Members graduate after five months 
of livelihood training. The latest batch gradu- 
ated last July 7. 

“Most of the blind people we train are un- 
schooled,” says Fr. Jess. 

‘The Ephpheta foundation teaches its mem- 
bers to read Braille. It also trains them for 
placement exams so that they can be accepted 
to special education centers in public schools. 

“Most blind people have an inferiority com- 
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plex. They have a hard time being with oth- 
ers. We get them to socialize,” says Fr. Jess. 
During graduation, there is a lot of 
and crying. “Being separated is hard for them. 
They've grown so much with their fellow 
blind," says Fr. Jess. "1 feel that a real miracle 
happens in every group. They are able to real- 
ize that they have changed,” he adds. 


Empowered couples 
Having chosen to lead a life of commit 
ment, Fr. Jess helps married couples rediscov- 
er their commitment to each other; to 
their families and to God. He actively 
participates in the Christian Family

at St. Peter's Square. The first day ended with 
a visit to the Trevi Fountain. 

The following day started with a visit to 
Monte Cassino Abbey, an elegant and magnif- 
icent monastery situated on а hill overlooking 
the city. This is where twins St. Benedict and 

т. Scholastica are buried in the monastery of 
the Benedictine monks. 


Padre Pio landmarks 

‘The highlight of the trip was the visit to Our 
Lady of Grace Capuchin Friary in San Giovan- 
ni, Rotndo, Italy, where Santo Pio spent 
countless hours with pilgrims. We were fully 
accommodated by Fr. Emerlindo, a Capuchin 
friar and friend of Padre Pio, who was with 
the stigmatic holy man during his last years in 
the friary. 

Footage of Santo Pio were shown to the 
group. The members were filled with mixed 
emotions as they toured the sanctuary and saw 
the various relics of Padre Pio: his clothes, vest- 
ments, rosaries, gloves, even pillows stained 
with his blood, his writings and the very cross 
where he received the stigmata. 

Finally they reached the tomb of Padre Pio, 
and ай the pilgrims were touched and wept at 
the sight of his crypt. They also visited St, 
Michael's cave where Padre Pio frequently 
visited. It was here where St. Michael ap- 
peared to him. 

Next stop was Lanciano, where the miracle 
of the bleeding host took place when Padre 
Pio was saying mass.

Fr Jess’ family ministry started in 1967 
when he was a chaplain in the Christian Fami- 
ly Movement. Through the years, he has 
helped its members to grow spiritually and to 
practice their faith more maturely. In addi- 
tion, he has helped them become more apos- 
tolic in their outlook as they cross parochial 
boundaries in the service of the disabled, the 
blind and the poor. 


Miracle worker 

The people he has helped—the blind, mar- 
tied couples and families—insist that Fr. Jess, 
named after a very high-profile miracle work- 
er, has also worked miracles in their lives. 

‘With Fr. Jess, boundaries are crossed, dif- 
ferences are resolved, and lives are restored 
under the grace of God. Since becoming a 
priest in 1964, he has officiated at over 200 
marriages. His talent for bringing people to- 
gether is contagious. In the blind community, 
around 100 couples have been wed in mass 
weddings. 

Asked whether he is ready to face God in 
heaven, Fr. Jess shares a story about St. Ig- 
natius, founder of the Society of Jesus 

One of his companions asked St. Ignatius, 
who was now an old man, if he was content (5 
die now and go to heaven or to wait a little 
longer. St. Ignatius answered, "I would take 
the tisk so I can do more good.” 

Fr. Jess says, “If the Lord wants me to live 
longer and to be able to help more people, 'l 
take that risk." That should make his wards 
happy. 


’s footsteps 


Another unforgettable experience for the 
group was the visit to Portugal. During the 
night procession, four male members of the 
Philippine group were chosen to assist in car- 
rying the image of Our Lady of Fatima on the 
grounds. The image of the Blessed Virgin 
was quite heavy, but the task was very mem- 
orable for these men. Previous to that pro- 
cession, earlier that day, the group toured 
the apparition sites of the Virgin and the 
houses of Lucia and the beatified Jacinta and 
Francesco. 


Museum tour 

‘The next stop was Burgos, cradle of Castille 
and the gothic capital of Spain, where the 
magnificent cathedral, considered a heritage 
site, is located. The pilgrims had mass at the 
San Ignacio de Loyola Basilica and toured the 
museum, 

Across the snow-clad Pyrenees Mountains, 
the group drove to Lourdes for another two 
nights. They attended a mass in one of the 
chapels and after meditating at the grotto, the 
pilgrims had a chance of bathing at the mirac- 
ulous waters. The humble beginnings of St. 
Bernadette moved the group as they toured 
the “Cachot” (house), where she stayed with 
her family. 

‘The next stop was Paray Le Monial. A mass 
was held at the chapel where Sacred Heart of 
Jesus appeared to St, Margaret Alacoque. Her 
incorrupt body lies at the side altar. The 13- 
hour drive back to the hotel was never boring 
because of the beautiful scenery along the 
way. 

The group proceeded next to Nevers to visit 
the Monastery of St. Gilgard where the incor- 
rupt body of St. Bernadette lies. There, they 
prayed at her favorite spots in the garden. 

"The last leg of the pilgrimage was Paris. 
The tour included visits to Notre Dame Cathe- 
dral, one of the greatest gothic churches in 
the world, the majestic Arc de Troimphe, 
Champs Elysée and famous Eiffel Tower. Be- 
fore the night was over, the group had the 
chance to go on a river cruise on the river 
Seine (Bateaux Monches). 

The 22-day journey was tiring, but the vis- 
its of the miracle sites seemed to have given 
the pilgrims extra energy. The strong bond 
formed between the members also helped to 
keep them going. 

The group is planning a second pilgrimage, 
most likely in October, of Eastern Europe (of 
the shrines of the Divine Mercy, the Black 
Madonna and Sto. Niño de Prague, as well as 
of the wonderful city of Vienna), and of West- 
ern Europe (perhaps another tour to the Vat 
can and Santo Pio).

“Compared with the industrial and com- 
mercial sectors, households are poised to ben- 
efit the most from the electricity savings gener- 
ated by energy-saving lamps,” says Paul 
Peeters, general manager for Philips Asia-Pa- 
cific. 

“Unfortunately, the majority of households 
in the Philippines are unaware of this,” he 
adds.

and electricity savings, of energy saving lamps. 

According to a 2004 survey conducted by 
the National Statistics Office (NSO), around 
13.4 million households in the Philippines 
have electricity About 54 percent of this num- 
ber or 7.2 million households use incandescent 
bulbs. 

A recent survey by Philips Lighting has re- 
vealed that only 15 percent of households with 
electricity or 2 million households use energy- 
saving lamps. The rest use regular lamps from 
fluorescent tubes to incandescent bulbs. 

‘According to Philips, a household that 
switches from a normal incandescent lamp toa 
Philips energy-saving CFL (compact-fluores- 
cent lamp) and uses it for five hours a day can 
save up to P700 annually. (This is based on an 
P8.83 per kilowatt hour rate.) 

Philips CFLs use 80 percent less electricity 
compared with regular incandescent light 
bulbs. This is because a standard light bulb us- 
ез 60 watts while a Philips energy-saving bulb 
uses only 11 watts. 

Electricity-wise, the savings are apparent. 
Unfortunately, the purchase price of energy- 
saving lamps may turn off consumers. Energy- 
saving alternatives to standard incandescent 
lamps cost higher (around P120). 

Although the initial expense for a Philips 
CFL is higher compared with a standard light

“Consumers are aware of the presence of 
energy-saving lamps out in the market but 
they do not fully recognize the benefits,” says 
Peeters. 

According to him, most consumers prefer 
buying cheaper bulbs compared with energy- 
saving lamps. A cheaper price tag, however, 
does not mean more savings. These "value 
bulbs" will hurt you more in the long run, in- 
sists Peeters 

То illustrate his point, the Philips executive 
shares the company's experience in Indonesia. 
‘The company introduced its energy-saving 
lamps in Indonesia earlier than the Philip- 
pines. At first, consumers bought bargain light 
bulbs from China. These bulbs cost four times 
cheaper than standard incandescent bulbs. Af- 
ter a week, these bargain bulbs broke. So con- 
sumers had to replace them frequently. 

‘Today, over 50 percent of Indonesian house- 
holds that have electricity use energy-saving 
lamps. This number was 35 percent a year 
ago. 

Peeters foresees the Philippines mimicking 
the trend in Indonesia. Last year, over 16 per- 
cent of households that have electricity in the 
Philippines used energy-saving lamps. He ex- 
pects that number to double within this year 
and the next.

FOR THE BOOK “WIDOW, RESURRECTED,” 
Paz Dolorfino Flores, PhD, interviewed 300 
widows. All reached the conclusion that, after 
awhile, they could be whole again. 

Flores, who was widowed in 1987 after 18 
years of marriage to doctor Rodolfo 


gathered the materials as part of a doctoral Josephine Darang 


dissertation on stresses, coping mechanisms 
and caring attachments of widows. 

Published by Fiat Lux (which means "let 
there be light”) and printed by Mabini Pub- 
lishing House, the book includes stories on In- 
dira Gandhi, former Indian prime minister, 
and Golda Meir, former Israeli prime minister. 
Also featured are well-known widows in 
Manila. 

How Flores was able to produce the book 
could be due to divine guidance she got on a 
visit to her son Rey Flores’ farm in Antipolo. 

She was looking for a church to attend 
Mass and someone brought her to a chapel in- 
side a compound. She found out that blind 
people lived there. 

The community is a project of the Ephpheta 
Foundation. Headed by Fr. Jess Fernandez, 
J., the foundation helps the blind. 

P Then and there, Flores decided that if she

It could be Ong's conversational writing style, easygoing 
yet percussive, with moments, of insightful realization 
There's also humor and introspection with remembered de- 
tails that lead one to believe that he holds the secret of life 
in the big city, be it in his essays (“АВа”) or in his fiction 
(Аата). It is ground-penetrating radar of common 
sense. That Ong derives his ideas from his life in a self-dep- 
recating and thoughtful manner only means that the secret 
to Bob Ong's writing lies in Bob Ong's being. 

Most important was Ong's choice to write in everyday Fil- 
ipino. “Consider language as a tool,” Ong explains over e- 
mail. “English would be a saw. Filipino, a knife. My aim is 
just to peel singkamas (turnip) for merienda. A second lan- 
guage can never replace the first.” 

Aside from Ong's own responses, the best information 
about Ong—or BO as he fondly refers to himself—can be 
found within the pages of his books. 

Even at his tale's true beginning, it isn't a prototypical 
writer's story. Ong didn't grow up fancying himself a future 
author. In fact, he didn't enjoy writing as a child nor reading 
as much as would be expected. After a failed attempt at a 
college degree, he went on to complete a two-year course in 
a vocational school and another course in writing. Learn- 
ing, though, is something he loved. Though not a stereotyp- 

al reader, he savored books and TV and found that his dai- 
ly life gave way to pithy anecdotes brimming with perspec- 
tive. 

“Some of the stories in my books have been written as 
early as 1999," he explains. “I am my writing style. I don't 
write for decoders of treasure maps. I'm an equal-opportu- 
nity writer who wants to be read by anyone who can.” 

Ong worked as a web developer and a teacher. And he 
wrote. His distinctive prose pieces began to be published 
online, and he put together the first crucial piece in the puz- 
zle: the award-winning Bobong Pinoy website. "I created 
BP because I needed it for my job," Ong says. “The twist: 
although impressed, my boss would've fired me had he 
known I was the one behind it.” 

In the process of his getting seriously into writing, Ong's 
„alter-ego was born. He didn’t coin the name. “Someone else 
Жаа,” he says. "That somebody mistook me online бог some- 

“one by that name. It was a light bulb moment days after 
‘Swhen I noticed that the name was actually in ‘BobOng 
“Pinoy No tough decisions there.” Through his site, Ong 
gathered fans quickly.

Gatus, who had just joined Visual Print Enterprises in 
11999 as an administrative manager, was one of those fans

She had read in one of Ong's monthly mailing list mate- 
‘Trials that he was interested in putting together a book. The 

two touched base in 2000. In 2001, "ABa" came out—to su- 
pernatural results. The latest figures available to Gatus pegs 
Ong's current sales at 215,500 books. баги says that not 
only have students picked up Ong's books on their own, but 
teachers have used them in classes; the books have been 
mined for book reports, theses and seminars. "We've even 
been asked to supply books to a couple of churches to sell in 
their bookstores,” Gatus adds. 

Additionally, Ong decided that all the proceeds of the two 
books would go to chosen charities, something he would 
like to continue. "It is only through charity that I can tell 
myself that my work matters," he says. "It protects me from 
writing purely for profit." 
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And through all that, Ong steadfastly 
refused interview requests as well as 
offers to speak at graduations. At the 
start, it proved to be a challenge for 
УРЕ in terms of marketing his books. 
"The first and only time we thought of 
the need to market him was during the 
release of ‘Ba,’ since he was unknown 
beyond the Net,” Gatus explains. “But 
we had his online followers to rely on. 
It was slow at first, but once ‘ABa’ be- 
came known, even non-netizens were 
already reading Bob Ong.” 

New books 

Now, the books basically market 
themselves. Gatus says Ong simply an- 
nounces that he has a new book coming 
out in a few months, "and fans would 
already be visiting bookstores and pes- 
tering the clerks, way before the books 
go to press." Now, the bookstores them- 
selves call up VPE to verify the rumors 
of а new BO book in the pipeline. If 
anything, the prospects of new BO 
books, unknown identity and all, are 
better than they ever have been. 

Meanwhile, Ong is doing what many 
think isn’t possible in the Philippines 
he is living off his writing full-time. 
Aside from the leap of faith it required, 
Ong says that writing full-time “de- 
pends on what kind of life you want for 
yourself. Some people don't mind ex- 
treme living conditions so long as 
they're (тее to do the things they love 
doing the most. I am only writing full- 
time now because it’s either that or I 
keep an 8-to-5 job and quit writing al- 
together. 

And that is one thing Ong certainly 
does not want to do. He likes that peo- 
ple, particularly students, are reading 
his books. "It wasn't intentional but I 
feel proud of it,” Ong says. “Converting 
non-book readers from all walks of life 
is a glorious feat.” He is abashed and 
amazed by his success and continues to 
write about the joy of writing 

In that sense, “Stainless,” whose cov- 
er is adorned by a chain of pens, is a 
love letter to Оп affection for writ- 
ing. This is, after all, a book that is ded- 
cated to the trees that surrendered 
their lives for the book to be published. 
"ев the book that talks about the other 
four and wraps everything up,” Ong ex- 
plains. “It is no more a book on writing 
as it is a book on dreams and aspira- 
tions.” Among his shelf of books, 
“Stainless” stands out as being the most

personal information everyone wants to keep 
private, everything about him can be found in 
the books. He says that he is nothing Ше people 
think he is.

Gatus adds that Ong “knows what he 
wants, and is very much in charge of 
his life. He is very meticulous.” He sa- 
vors surfing the Net and loves music, 
and thus spends his time burning CDs 
containing all sorts of mixes. 

One could also consider thinking up. 
new ideas as being another Ong pas- 
sion. He's constantly trying to come up 
with different ways of doing things. Ga- 
tus says that the topsy-turvy chapters of 
“Bakit” were completely Ong's idea. 

"Funny, because I tried that on the 
school paper before and our adviser 
just shook his head and said no way,” 
he says.

help it,” he says. "Insight comes from 
all these. From all these, you write.” 

The interest regarding his real iden- 
tity bewilders Ong. “Some readers 
won't give up the idea that I might ac- 
tually be a group of people and that my 
personal anecdotes are fictitious,” he 
says. “I made references to real people, 
places and events. Гуе already met 
some of my readers. There's nothing 
mythical about me.” 

Yet Manalo says that the mysterious 
duality of Ong's identity has its own 
charm: “I'm glad that we have writers 
who maintain a secret identity and en- 
joy a fan following. Many of the writers 
of Tagalog romances hide under 
pseudonyms." Further, Manalo points 
out even if his readers don't really 
know who he is, they buy his books 
anyway. "Maybe this means his identity 
is not important, it is his writing that 
matters." 

Possible rewards 

The possible rewards of fame have 
crossed Ong's mind. "Of course, you al- 
зо do wonder at times how it feels to be 
a rock star,” he says. "But 1 look at fame 
and success as Frodo's ring, it’s not for 
everyone.” 

Instead, Ong devotes himself to re- 
maining productive, hopefully even 
writing two books a year instead of 
one. Right now, he is working on this 
year’s book, a book of “fiction regard- 
ing an issue I feel most strongly about.” 
If you want to know what that issue is, 
you're going to have to wait for the 
book just like the rest of Ong's legion: 
naires. 

There are several reasons why Ong 
elected to maintain his secret identity, 
but perhaps the most essential is that 
he wants to keep doing what he does 
the way he wants to. It's continuing to 
create on his own terms. “I don't cope 
well with big changes,” Bob Ong 
writes. "Its just not for me, Fame comes 
with a price I'm not willing to pay. I just 
want to write while living the average 
Filipino life. I don't want to be robbed 
of that.” a

"Princesa, Palawan, the city where 
she grew up. We later discussed 
her extraordinary life and the 
Cuyonon Culture and Language 
Project (CLCP) which she has 


founded. 

‘At 69, Ester is in the midst of an am- 
bitious project: to compile the first com- 
prehensive bilingual dictionary of the 
Cuyonon language, the mother tongue 
of some 29,000 inhabitants of Cuyo, а 
remote island in the Sulu Sea northeast 
of mainland Palawan. 

Both the Cuyonon language and cul- 
ture are endangered, according to Ester, 
a native of Cuyo. "Although it may seem 
robust, the language is increasingly 
feeling pressure from Tagalog and from 
English. Tagalog is enforced in schools 
and has reached such a status that peo- 
ple from other cultures in Palawan have 
been made to feel that their languages. 
are inferior" 

Cuyonon conversation 

Through her conversations with Cuy- 
onons in Puerto Princesa, Ester has found 
that many are no longer speaking their 
native tongue in their homes. "Instead 
they speak Tagalog to their children, even 
if their Tagalog is not that good." 

This is worrying since, according to 
the Foundation for Endangered Lan- 
guages, when traditional language 
transmission breaks down, there is a 
large loss of inherited knowledge. Or, as 
Ester puts it, "when a language dies, a 
whole culture dies with it.” 

Ester was born in Cuyo but her family 
soon moved to mainland Palawan when 
her parents were assigned as school 
teachers in Puerto Princesa, the capital 
city. During the War, her father joined 
the guerrilla forces fighting the 
Japanese, and Ester returned with the 
rest of the family to the relative safety of 
Cuyo. She was 6 at the time, but has 
clear memories of school on the beach 
where her mother taught Ester and her 
two brothers how to write. 

“We wrote our first letters on banana 
leaf scrolls; the backs of the leaves are 
frosty so you can write on them with a 
stick. The only disappointment is that the 
next day, they are wilted,” she recounts. 

Ester was a bright student and, in lat- 
eryears, went on to receive scholarships 
to Silliman University, Dumaguete and 
Stanford University in the United 
States. She studied hard and, after fin- 
ishing her Masters Degree in Education 
at Stanford, took up a course in Teach- 
ing English as a Second Language at the 
University of California at Los Angeles 
(UCLA). It was here that she met an 
academic who sparked her inrerest in 
preserving her native language. 

Strange language 

"One of my professors somehow 
found out that I spoke a 'strange lan- 
guage’ which he had never heard of be- 
fore, so he persuaded me to stay an ex- 
tra semester so I could take up an MA in. 
Linguistics." 

The professor then started to learn 
Cuyonon himself and published an arti- 
cle about it in an academic journal. En- 
couraged by this but not quite knowing 
where to start, Ester began compiling a 
list of Cuyonon words. "I was starting 
from scratch, absolutely from zero, so I 
just began where I was—t translated 
the word for ‘table’ into English. By the 
time I had finished my MA, I had quite a 
corpus of words." 
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HE SUREST way to annoy Jose Ma. Concepcion 
Ш, chief executive officer of food and beverage 
conglomerate RFM Corp., is to whine about how 


bad things are in the Philippines. 

For Concepcion, those who merely complain without 
lifting a finger to make the country a better place should 
just pack their bags and find their fortunes abroad. “Ifyou 
don't believe (in the Philippines), just leave,” advises this 
presidential consultant for entrepreneurship 

For those who'd rather stay, Concepcion offers a sure 
way to improve their lot in life: become an entrepreneur 
and run your own business. “If you want to create more 
jobs, create entrepreneurs because they will not only help 
themselves but will also give jobs to at least three other 
people,” he explains. 

Concepcion, 48, believes that there is an entrepreneur in every Fil- 
ipino that has been repressed by generations of being conditioned to 
pursue careers in big corporations. 

Fortunately, the Philippine Center for Entrepreneurship 
(PCE), which he recently set up with some of the coun- 
try’s top entrepreneurs as incorporators, is about to 
change that mindset. 

‘Among the center's incorporators are Ernst and Young 
Entrepreneur of the Year winners Tony Tan Caktiong of 
Jollibee and Socorro Ramos of National Book Store, 
Splash Corp. founder Rolando Hortaleza, SM group's 
Harley Sy and GMA Network CEO Felipe Gozon. 

The idea is to get these top entrepreneurs to become 
living and breathing inspirations and mentors to others 
who want to follow in their footsteps. Concepcion is also 
getting their help to encourage academic institutions to 
include entrepreneurship subjects in the curriculum and 
make college students realize the potential in striking out 
on their own. 

“We want to bring about more optimism into this coun- 
try,” Concepcion says. “We want to shock the system.” Не 
stresses that entrepreneurship starts with believing in 
your country, in yourself and in your idea. “This will give 
you a stronger sense of purpose and responsibility to see 

(your business) through,” he says. "This belief should in- 
spire and infect others with the same optimism and de- 
termination. This is the essence of the movement,” adds 
this graduate of business management from De La Salle 
University. 

His message seems to be filtering through, judging by 
the unexpectedly huge numbers of visitors to the first бо 
Negosyo entrepreneurship summit last year, which was 
quickly followed by a Micronegosyo summit for families 
of the Armed Forces of the Philippines personnel. 

Encouraged by the warm response, PCE is putting to- 
gether an IT Technonegosyo, an Agrinegosyo in October 
and an OFW Micronegosyo summit in December. Concep- 
cion is also looking at organizing an entrepreneurship 
meeting that will center on tourism. He then intends to 
bring the Go Negosyo entrepreneurship meets to the 
provinces. 

“I was surprised at the number of entrepreneurs who 
were willing to talk and share lessons learned in their suc- 
cess, with budding entrepreneurs," Concepcion says. t is

1t was also at UCLA that Ester met her future husband, 
Richard Hall Elphick, an English Canadian from Toronto. 
On completing her Masters, she did not return to the 
Philippines as planned but stayed with him in the States 
where she continued her studies in Linguistics and became 
Head of ESL at an adult education center for immigrants. 

Now retired from her full-time job, Ester is determined. 
to use the skills that she had learned throughout her career 
to help prevent her native culture from disappearing. “Af- 
ter all,” she says, “what is academic study without ser- 
vice?” 

Cuyonon is and—despite the wide variety of people 
from other cultures who now live in Palawan—remains the 
most widely spoken language in the island. But the pres- 
sure to speak mainstream ‘Tagalog and English is slowly 
changing that. 

Evolving over time 

Ester is not opposed to change and will be the first to. 
point out that it is natural for a living language to evolve 
over time, “Remember that language first and foremost is a 
tool for communication and cannot be static. It has to

change according to the needs of the 
people who use it,” she says, However, 
she wants to provide enough documen- 
tation of the Cuyonon culture to ensure 
that it does not disappear without a 
trace. 

Cuyonon is principally an unwritten 
language, with the only substantial 
written heritage being a translation of 
the New Testament. So Ester’s first task 
was to make a standard writing system 
for Cuyonon because, as she describes 
it, “without written texts, most of the 
cultural heritage and history of Cuyo 
will be lost.” She is now using this writ- 
ing system to transcribe the audio 
tapes which have been collected by а 
team of dedicated researchers іп 
Palawan. By the end of September or 
October, they hope to have finished 
collecting and transcribing more than 
three million words. Making a dicti 
nary isa long process and it will take a

mer President Corazon Aquino, and 
who played a crucial part in bringing 
about the 1986 Edsa People Power re- 
volt as chair of the National Movement 
for Free Elections. 

Says the younger Concepcion: “I 
never thought of doing what my father 
has done.

Concepcion was just 16 when he put 
up his first business—a popcorn and 
cotton candy stand—that he ran with 
his high school sweetheart and now 
wife, Marissa Orosa, with whom he has 
four daughters. 

‘At his fathers request, he joined the family 
business and rose to prominence іп the late 
19805 when he diversified REM Corp. бот із 
fioucand meat base, into а food and beverage 
conglomerate withthe acquisition of what many 
had thought were moribund Filipino brands Se- 
ваа and Cosmos. 

Market observers had thought that 
the younger Concepcion was crazy and 
had no hope of turning the brands 
around. Selecta, after all, had only one 
percent of the market that had Magno- 
lia Ice Créam at the top. 

‘Cosmos, on the other hand, dwelled 
at the bottom of the rankings in the 
soft drinks sector dominated by Coca- 
Cola and Pepsi. 

But through bold marketing and 
branding campaigns, Selecta became 
the market leader within six years, 
while Cosmos dislodged Pepsi and be- 
came number two in the local soft 
drinks market. 


least four or five years to complete it. 

In the meantime, the CLCP team will 
teach Cuyonons to read and write in their 
own language. They will also transcribe 
stories that have been passed down orally 
through generations and will film tradi- 
tional events and festivities. 

12 languages 

то do this, Ester makes periodic trips 
to the Philippines from her home base in 
Connecticut where she lives with her 
husband. Her son and daughter grew up 
in a Canadian, Filipino and American 
multi-cultural setting. Among them they 
speak at least 12 different languages. 
Ester is the only Cuyonon speaker in the 
house but her children are quite familiar 
with the music, dance, cuisine and cus- 
toms of their mother’s native island. 
‘They enjoy their trips to the Philippines 
and blend easily with their Filipino rel- 
atives. 

Ester’s husband, Richard, also an aca- 
demic, is treasurer of the CLCP and sits 


RFM later sold Cosmos to the Coca-

hands with Unilever to take Selecta to 
the next level. 

Concepcion has also supervised 
RFM's entry into new businesses: milk 
and juices (Selecta, Sunkist), high-rise 
residential tower development 
(Philtown) and microelectronics (PSI 
Technologies). 

Sharing his own lessons of success, 
says Concepcion, is his way of giving 
back, and is a means as well of keeping 
the spirit of entrepreneurship alive 
even in a big corporation such as 
RFM. 

“For a 48-year-old company like 
RFM to continue to grow and survive, 
we have to think like entrepreneurs, 
and that means being able to grab at 
new opportunities and take calculated 
risks,” he says. 

Concepcion adds that being with the 
young who are eager to start their own 
businesses inspires him to continue 
reaching out for that next big idea for 
RFM. "Lam really a marketing guy who 
knows a bit about finance. 1 am not re- 
ally into operations. It bores me,” he 
reveals. 

With the day-to-day operations of 
REM in the hands of a crew of compe- 
tent senior managets, Concepcion's 
schedule becomes flexible enough for 
him to do his job well as presidential 
consultant for entrepreneurship. He 
couldn't be happier, he says 


оп the board of directors. He gives his wife sup. 
port in many different ways. "Without his sup. 
port and total commitment to this project, | 
would not have undertaken this difficult and 
all-consuming task. He continues to inspire me 
each day to go on and fulfill our mission,” says 
Ester. 

Ester works from home and typically spends 
between four and eight hours a day on the Cuy 
onon project, depending on her energy level 
and the flexibility of her schedule. She always 
finds time for afternoon tea though which is an 
important time for everyone in the household. 
It gives them a chance to relax and share the ac 
tivities and events of the day. Ester is eager to 
get on with her work and see the project 
through. “For me, there isn’t enough time to 
process all the materials we have collected so 
far. Modern technology helps to shorten every 
stage of the project but still there isn't enough 
time,” she sighs, 

Her work is not easy—travelling in Cuyo and 
throughout Palawan is challenging to say the 
least, especially during the rainy season. It can

Common life 

Amid other successful screen- 
ings at international film festivals, 
Martin recently screened "Indio 
Nacional," a full length film set in 
the 18905 that follows the life of 
an indio, the common man during 
colonial times and the brewing 
revolution against Spain. 

The premier screening was held 
on the same day the Philippines 
celebrated its 108th year of inde- 
pendence. The audience sat quiet- 
ly, their cell phones silent for 96 
minutes, mesmerized by the black 
and white silent film unfolding be- 
fore them.

$ `овм on August 12, 1993, our son was named 
| after his paternal uncle, Jaime, who passed away 
the prime of his life, and his paternal grandfa- 
ther, Don Benito Legarda Prieto. But he is more 
known by his nickname Anito, a tribute to our in- 
digenous pantheon of gods. In the Cordilleras, an- 
ito translates into spirit. Jaime Benito was there- 
fore named after both Christian and pagan tradi- 
tions, in the faith that the grace and blessings of 
the gods from both realms would keep him in 


their embrace. 

We had reason to seek their protection. Anito was born 
with what has been diagnosed by the Boston Children's 
Hospital of the Harvard Medical Center as Proteus Syn- 
drome. According to the geneticist at the hospital, as of 
1994, there were only four reported cases of such condi- 
tion in the world, with Anito being the first Asian. To date, 
11 years after Anito was diagnosed with this syndrome, 
there are only 120 documented cases worldwide. 

Perhaps more than my son's condition, what was most 
agonizing for me was the fact that at the time of his birth, 
man had already walked on the moon 30 years before. 
And yet the best pediatric orthopedists in the country 
could give me no answers, not even a name, for my son's 
condition. 

No answers. 

To this day, we have no answers as to what brought on 
the syndrome since the specific gene has yet to be isolated 
and identified. The Harvard geneticist hypothesized it 
could have been one of my genes or his father Mauro's, ог 
а combination of both. 

Despite the incredible heights scaled by modern science 
and technology, very little is known of Proteus Syndrome. 
First identified by Michael Cohen Jr., DMD, PhD., in 1979, 
the syndrome involves the atypical growth of the bones, 
skin and tissues and a variety of other symptoms. 

In 1983, German pediatrician Hans-Rudolf Wiedemann 
named it after the Greek God Proteus “the polymor- 
phous,” presumably because of the variable manifesta- 
tions in the four unrelated boys first identified with the 
syndrome. 

In Anito's case, the syndrome has affected his lower 
limbs, mainly his feet, where his bones are larger than 
usual and the fatty tissues around. He wears custom- 
molded shoes and will probably never have the luxury of 
wearing Nike or Adidas like everyone else. In our many 
conversations regarding his condition, he has often asked 
me what he needs to do to have feet like everybody else, 
to wear shoes like everyone else's. Ihave always answered 
him with nothing less than the truth: “Well, you will have 
to go through surgery and amputation and live with pros- 
thetics.” His answer? “Nah, that’s too much, mom. I'll just

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keep what I have.” 

‘As the situation would not allow me 
to dwell on the whys and wherefores 
of Anito's condition, Ive been com- 
pelled to look beyond my personal 
pain and seek remedies rather than an- 
swers where there are none. I wrote to 
nine different medical centers for chil- 
dren in the United States, among them 
Stanford University, University of Cal- 
ifornia at Los Angeles, Shriners, Tufes 
and the New England Medical Center. 
АЙ the verdicts came back the same. 
They were unanimous in their recom- 
mendation for a Symme's-type ampu- 
tation, amputation of the foot just 
above the ankle, to be compensated for 
with latex bootlike prosthetic appli- 
ances. 

Equal possibilities 

It was only Dr. Timothy Hresko of 
Harvard Medical at Boston Children’s 
Hospital who requested to see Anito 
before he made any recommendation. 
It was also here where our son, at ten 
months old, was brought before an en- 
tire panel of senior doctors whose con-

realized that it was much tougher to contend with 
this off-court opponent of limited awareness and 


sensus favored amputation. This, un- 
derstandably, was not an option as far 
as we, his parents, were concerned. We 
simply were not willing to close the 
door on our child. 

Anito was attended to by Dr. Tom 
Silva of Pediatrics, Dr. Whiteman of 
Genetics, Dr. Timothy Hresko of Pedi- 
atric Orthopaedics and Dr. Charles 
Hergreuter of the Plastic Surgery De- 
partment, all from the Boston Chil- 
dren's Hospital. 

1 will always be grateful to these 
doctors for respecting the fact that for 
every perceived advantage of amputa- 
tion, there were equal possibilities for 
non-amputation. My son’s ability to 
walk on his own feet was there, on 
both options. 

After much deliberation, discussion 
and debate, Anito underwent surgery 
for the amputation of his toes and the 
debulking of the excess tissue in both 
his feet. By the time he was four years 
old, he had undergone five major surg- 
eries, all on his feet, and one on his left 
leg to straighten his tibia. Although 
thus far non-progressive, Anito's con- 
dition requires him to undergo evalu- 
ation, ideally every two years and fur- 
ther debulking in more or less the 
same period. 

In the past 12 years, Anito has 
shown me, and perhaps countless oth- 
er people who know him, the re- 
silience, courage and boundless magic 
of the human spirit. To contend with 
his condition every day of his life, 
where every single step means over- 
coming his handicap, is commendable 
enough. But to do so despite the jeers, 
taunts, and often cruel stares and 
whispers that are sure to cut through 
the steeliest of hearts, is a feat of in- 
credible courage, fortitude and tem- 
perance beyond my wildest imaginings 
and infinitely above my own toler- 
ance. 

As in anything and everything, the 


acceptance of the differently-abled 
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world is never without its anachro- 
nisms. While Anito has shown us the 
greatness of the human spirit, his con- 
dition has also shown us how incredi- 
bly limited human perception can be. 
Among Anito's passions is his love of 
tennis. His choice of sport and our con- 
cession to this passion has been met 
with much criticism and tolerated with 
incredulity at how we, his parents, and 
his tennis instructor Francisco “PetPet” 
Santos, Jr, could possibly encourage 
him in an undertaking where clearly, 
his chances of success are almost nil. 
His father and his unde Raffy have, 
time and again, attempted to steer him 
towards the less physically demanding 
sport of golf. The set of junior golf 
clubs that Mauro had bought him a 
few years ago sits in one corner of the 
house, unused and gathering dust and 
cobwebs. 
Play among peers 

When Anito first took up tennis close 
to three years ago, Petpet and I 
trudged the lonely path of faith and 
conviction—faith that Anito could 
learn to play tennis as he so wished, 
and conviction that he could play 
among peers who would not be as 
physically challenged. This faith and 
conviction was not entirely our own, 
but rather were borne out of respect 
for Anito's burning passion and i 
spired by his sheer determination. 
Above everyone else, the boy has no il- 
lusion of being the next Roger Feder- 
rer. It is clear to him that learning to 
play tennis is a victory in itself, a con- 
quest of his own limitations. 

Games won, medals and awards gar- 
nered along the way are mere icing оп 
the cake. 

Because, despite the worst expecta- 
tions of some people, Anito considers 
himself an athlete even among the 
non-handicapped. He has 17 medals to 


his name, 13 of them gold, one silver

Dear Eman, 

It seems to me that you're worrying 
too much and thinking way too ahead of 
your time, while letting go of a precious 
opportunity to deal with your troubles 
today.

То play in the Palarong Pambansa 
has been Anito's Big Dream, and ours. 
As dreams and wishes come free, we 
didn’t scrimp. The Dream was just that 
for the longest time, with Anito joining 
whichever tournament came his way. 

But more than the stiff competition 
from the best youth players from all re- 
gions of the country, the toughest op- 
ponent he had to contend with is this 
off-court opponent of limited aware- 
ness and acceptance of the differently- 
abled. It is an insufferable irony that 
most people would rather dwell on An- 
ito's handicap rather than appreciate 
the bigger picture of a differently- 
abled individual playing the field and 
competing with the absolutely-abled. 

Far more than being a good tennis 
player and athlete, Anito's greatest vic- 
tory is in being an exemplar and open- 
ing people's eyes and hearts to the ap- 
preciation that there is more to a good 
athlete than mere excellence in 
sports. 

Above and beyond physical prowess 
is heart. It is heart that spells the differ- 


ence between an athlete, a good athlete and a damn good 
athlete. It is from the heart that resilience, courage and de- 
termination emanate. In this, Anito's epic dream, the 
Palarong Pambansa, there is yet a bigger dream: that people 
do not see an athlete made inferior by his handicap; rather, in 
Anito, they learn what it is that makes a human being soar 


7705. He later devoted most of his professional life to the 
Adarna children's books program. 

Recalls Martin senior: “I'm into the Humanities and I re- 
member telling Raya in passing about my fascination with 
film during my college days and the article I wrote on the 
early years of silent movies in the Philippines." 

He didn't think any of it interested his son until he took 
the young Raya to see an Iranian film at the first Cinemanila 
Festival.
